But the following is the moft 
rational account .of it; — The Wcftcrn iflands were divided 
into two dufters, in the Norwe^an language termed Sudtr 
w^iANorder^ fignifying Sojlthern.and Northern, and ey of 
ay an ifland; divided by ArdeBamurchan, a point or pro- 
montory in Argyleihire. Man was included in the Su- 
dereys, or Suder, which angUdfed became Soider; and all 
the ifles being included in one diocefe, under the Norw^an 
princes, the Bifhop was termed the Bifhop of Man and the 
Ifles, or the Bifliop of Sodor and Man. Since Man was 
annexed, by Edward III. to England, and feparated from the 
Ifles, the bifhop has exercifed no jurifdi(3ion over them* 
But the title is retained in the fame way as the King of 
England aflumes the title of King of France. He was for-^ 
merly reckpned a bar9P, but never fat in the Houfe of Peers^ 
becaufe he held of a fubje<^, and not a king; yet hath the 
bighcft feat in the Lower Houfe of Convocatiqn,. and is 
equally a bifliop as to. jurifdidtion ai^d ordination. 

Speaking on this fubjedl to a perfon of rank in the ifland^ 
in converfation,. 1 797 ; he exprefled himfelf, as well as can be 
recollected,, as follows: — The Bifliops, (faid he) though 
they have nothing to do with the Britifli Houfe of Peers, 
have in the Manks houfe, and with your bifliops are mem- 
bers of the convocation, as the fee is in the province of 
York. The, bifliop here ranks next after the governor. 
He is the firft perfon of his Majefty's privy council in the 
ifland, is a judge in its courts of chancery, and a temporal 
peer and baron in the ifland. His fee i« totally diflinSl from 
the other lands of the Lord, and he has power over all thofe 
lands which compofe his fee; they, uncQnnefted with other 
dues, amount to a little more than 1200I, per ann. altoge- 
ther the biflioprick being eflimated at -1500]. per annum*

The Ecdefiaftical e(hbli(hment coofiftsof the 
Lord Biibop, the Archdeacon, his Official, two Vicars>Ge- 
neral, and the Parochial Clergy. The Civil eAabMunent is 
as follows:* — The Governor, 400L per annunu Lieut.- 
Govemor,20oL Attpmey-Gencral, 200I.

TN this letter I propofc to ^e you an abfJdgeid ftatement 
•*- of the Commiflioncrs' report, who were appointed, iti 
I jgiy to make various enquiries relative to the additional 
compenfation^ urged in parliament by his Grace ihe Duke 
of Atholi for the 'benefits derived to this country fi'om the 
|)ofleffion of the Ifle of Man; and to examine into thofe 
rights, of which his Grace complained he was unintentionally 
deprived, and in which, therefore, he requeued to be rein- 
fitted. A iair and equitable compeniatton was required tar 
that, which his Grace confiderecfthe re-vefting «ft had inlts 
operation divefled 'him ofjand in his laft. bill, finally to.ad- 
juft the bufinefi between his ftituTy and tlie crown, he prayed 
that ksivt might be given for a bill appointing oommiiTionens 
to enquire what rights and fpecies of property were necei^ 
fary or expedient to remain vefted in the crown, for the pro- 
tection and fecurity of the publick revenues, and what was 
the value thereof; and alfo how £ir, and to what extent and 
value, his remainii^ rights and interefts in the faid ifland 
had been or would, by the difmemberment thereof, l)e iitt- 
paired or diminiflied, and to afford him relief.^ ^

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The commii&oners appomted in confequence were, Mr* 
Sprang^, mafter in chanceiyi Mr. Grant, an Engliih law- 
yer, and M^P*; Mr. Ofgoode, an English lawyer, and 
chief juftice of Quebec; Mr. Roe, commiflioncr of the 
cuftoms at London ^ and Mr. Reidy commiflioner of the 
cuftoms at Edinburgh.

After difcufs- 
ing thefe ieveral points, .the caufes of a oafunderAanding 
between the Duke and Houfe of Keys was propofed to be 
inveftigated. It refpeiEled laws being made m the^ifland, 
materially affefling his Grice's property, without his know- 
ledge, on which ground he hadjenteredasaveats againft his 
Majefty's affent; and the Keys 'complained of the delays 
occaiioned thereby. But the Houfe of Keys entering into 
a refdotbn to inform his Grace .of any new laws a proper 
rime before they (hould pafs, with copies of any new bills, 
&c. the-parties being (atisfied, farther difcuffion was waved : 
and the refolutions then adopted, were acknovdedged a re- 
medy for fome other infular grievances complained of by 
the people.

By the return of. the deputy RcceiVer-General, it 
appears that the Receipts and Payments from Jan. 1790 
to JanJ 179I9 amounted to. 3016/. 8x. 11^. raifed by col- 
ledions at the different ports. The total di(burfements 
on this account is- 3272/. 25. tJ. The payments con- 
tained in this acdount are either to officers in the ci^I or 
revenue departments, incidental on the head of cuftoms, or 
bounties on herrings. Two other funds exift in -the ifland, 
coming within the- pfovince of the receivdr-general, dif- . 
Vxk& from the cuftoms in their origin, coUedion, mode of 
accoinit, and application, namely, the Harbour Duties, and 
the Herring cuftom, and Bay fiftieries. The harbour fund 
is levied under the a6l of 1 1 Geo. III. cap. 52. The herring 
cuftom is ancient, and was originally a payment in kind; a 
maze, or 500 herrings, being due from every Manks boat, 
for the. fupply of tbeigarrifons of the ifland; hence called a 
caitU maze. But it is now commuted for a money payment 
of I OS. for ten maze, or in proportion to th^ quantity 
caught. Irifti boats pay double the cuftom, in the fame pro- 
portion which is paid atfea, or in the harbours, as occafion 
offers. The Manks:boats pay afteit4'jie &afon \k over^ on 
the proprietors oath, as. to the number of boats employed, 
or quantity caught. In the year 1 790 the number of boats 
paying herring cuftomrin the ifland. was 233.

Athty. Illicit Prtutices. 

The teftiinony of the officers, and the weak fyfiem of 
prevention, concurred to eAablifh the truth that illicit prac- 
tices do dill prevail in the ifland : i ft. By a fbudiilent evafion 
of infular duties > and adly, by importing, into Great-Bri- 
tain or Ireland, articles liable to duty without payment 
thereof i of articles which have received bounty or draw- 
back on exportation ; or of articles prohibited. 

The ifland is made part of a circuitous fmuggfing to 
England, Scotland, or Ireland; here the contraband traders 
ftop and difpofe of part of their iUicit burdens. The prin- 
cipal fubje£ls of dandeftine importation are, brandy, geneva, 
9nd tea. : Of outward Tmuggling, fait is the mod confider- 
able. The commiflioners offer a variety of remarks or 
tbeie heads, and on the plans neceflary for their prevention, 
convinced, as they obferve, that, in proportion as this ille- 
gal traffick is rooted out, a relilh for honed indudry and 
cntcrprize will gain drength ; and the growth of trade and 
manufadures, the improvement of agriculture, the exten- 
fion of the fifheries, and with them the advancement of the

I4i7,.the records fiate %^ k«ys. as concimpoig in publick 
a6ls,and they continue the f^raenjuinber. r OnaVacabcyf the 
houfe prefents two names to the gOvemory Whocfaoofes one^ 
and then he takes the oath^ ajnd his. feat, which, is for life, 
unlefs be refigns, is expelkdyor accepts an. office diatr ink 
titles him tp a feat in the cpuncy.. The .^qualifications- are,* 
to be of agQ, and to poflefs freehold property; ton-cefidlncer 
is no difqualification* . They debate ypon^ approve^ tM* rgeft 
any law propofed to theok .

Their privileges ar^ to elp<5|.a fpe^ker, who is^io be ap*' 
proved of by the governor, and he holds the office for life 
without emolument; he; hajs, however, a ri^t to kill game,,

A grand court is held once a year at the Tynwald-hill, 
were all afls are read publickly, and henceforth become bind- 
ing* on the people. 

-The aSs of the legiflature- thus conflituted, are binding 
in all. cafes. The Aatute-book prefents laws and enad- 
ments, refpefting every pbjeft of legiljation publick and pri- 
vate, fandioned by a longcourfeof years. . 

Having thus confidered the legiflative parts of ^ govern- 
ment, ^t proceed to the executive ztxd judicial parts, confifting 

of 
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cf.a eouacil in th« nature of a privy or ejoceutive council, 
andirapietitly ItiM the Lord's Coundl ; the courts of judi- 
cature; and the ma^ftrates, and mimfterial officers. Xhe 
h& council is mentioiied in eariy Manks ftatutes, and when 
pB emergency fummoned fay the governor, aded in a Tum- 
mary uniy, 'Without the concurrtnce of the houfe of keys or 
iordpcqirietor. From their proceedings not being conduded 
^h r^nhriiy, or minutes kept of them, doubts are en- 
tertained K^iediAg ihe perfons ivho were to be confidcred 
9S memiwi of this eounefl. 

The Courts of Judioature are neict the otyeSs of enquiry, 
Itjnaybeneoeiitfy here to nodoe that the ifland is diWded 
into the North and South diMds; fix (headings ; feventseca 
pariftMf epeh flt^teg has three pariihes, except Glaniaba, 
which ha^ oi^ two. And theit ^re four inferior baronies, 
vix. Bifiigp's Barony; Abbey-RuAen; Bangor and Sabal, 
apd St.'Trinian'$.. Mimy ol the courts are not fo much 
dtfttnd pomts, as the £ii^ court or perfens a£iiog in different 
Qtnadons and on different futgeAs.* The governor, as re- 
prefenting the lord, was, by an ancijent r^!e of law, authoriied

2, Tlbi C9mn of Exchiqutr cpoies neytj ia this the go 
vemor prefides, with fuch of the CQuncU as hie chpafits tp 
fummon. This court takes 90^i;&ance of aU di^tes pr 
offences relating to the lord's rev^ue, rights, or proigptives % 
and profecutipps are here canied on for the recovery of pe- 
nalties incurred by frauds upon titie cuftoms. It alfo e^ercifes 
a criminal jurifiJidion over mifdemeanors, and all fpecies of 
wrongs, which have incurred a fine to the lord : like the Cpurt 
of Chancery, it proceeds without a jury, unlefstbff governor 

, thinks fit tp fummon one, and their prpceedings are regiAered 
in the Liber S^acearii. Froiis thefe courts lay an apfieal to 
the lord proprietor. 

3. Th CommoH'Law Courts^ the Oyle of whi<^is termed^ 
<^ before the governor, and all the chief officers and deeim-* 
fiers," were hekl at different places for different iheadings. 
Thefe may be confidered as courts <^ crnnmn pk^si here 
are tried all actions, perfpnal or real, by a jury of fix of the 
(heading in which the lands lie, in cafe of real actions ; and 
of four of the defendant's parifli, in anions perfonal. The 
verdiAs of thefe are liable to be traverfed, and a new trial 
obtained by another jury 9f twelve in rta}, and fix in j^erfond

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anions. - Another traverfe is allowed to the houle of keys, 
and boththefe may condemn the prior juries to be 
amerced. The cotirts of common law alfo entertained cog- 
nizance of thofe denominated in their ftatutes bloddivipesy 
ii^fhere the trial was- by a jury of fix, and the penalty iixpence 
with cofts. When the common law courts are finiflied^ the 
governor^ and thofe who compofed it, fit as a Mamrlal 
Gourfy commonly called a Sheading Courts attended by a jury 
termed a Setting ^wj/?, who prefent toy change of tenants 
of the lord.* The baroques before- mentioned have like- 
wife their -courts* within themfclvcs, and try felonies com- 
mitted in their diftriSs by a jury of twelve, 

Befides th^fey are- the two Deemfters Courts^ one in the 
Northern^ the other in the Southern diftrift. Thefe fit more 
frequently,' and are more generally reforted to, than any of 
the others. ; In each of thefe one deemjler alone prefides, 
and has a power to decide all caufes in a fummary way with- 
out the intervention of a jury, according to the traditional 
and unwritten laws of the land, here termed hreaft laws, 
Thefe courts are held once- a week, or oftener if required. 
In all ci^4l arid criminal matters, their power is great ; in 
civil caie^, an appeal lies, to the governor and council. 

The. dtemikrs wer^ always officers- of great dignity ; they 
were not only the chief judges of the ifle, but were alfo the 
^ Jord^s privy counfellors \ and their influence over the peo- 
ple, in fome degree, refembled the ciyil autliority of the an- 
cient Dmids. • They were efteemed the venerable oracles of . 
juftice, an<J in their bofoms refided the laws, which only on 
important occafions .were divulged to the people.

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The court of iMt Water Bailiffs who is alfo ftiled Admral^ 
takes cognizance of all caufes of a(%on ov mifdemeanours 
below fiill fea-m^irk, and of all maritime affairs, by a fpeci^ 
Jury of merchants or feafaring men; but appeal lies to tb^ 
governor and council. 

The Spiritual Courts are confiftory courts, held 
alternately by the bifliop and archdeacon, or their deputies* 
Thefe coijrts have more ektenfive powers than the Englifli 
fpiritual courts.' They not only determine the validity of 
wills, &c. but fuftain all caufes refpe6lii% them, and all fuits 
againft executors, &c, Brfide mfli£ling church cenfures, 
they can detain the party in the ecdefiaftical piifon, a fub- 
terraneous prifbn in Peele caftle; and that as a definitive 
fentence; and the appeal was to the Archbifhopi of York. 
But thdr powers are now exercifedin the mildeft manner* 

The fuperior court of criminal judicature is the Court tf 
general Goal Delivery^ and in this the governor, council, and 
deemftcrs, with the addition of the keys, prefide ; and here 
are tried all capital offences. The profecutions in this couit 
are carried on by prefentments or indi£fanents,and for frauds 
upon the cuftoms by a verbal information from the feizing 
officer. For making thefe prefentments there are a variety 
inquefis. No culprit can be tried in this court, but by a jury 
of twelve. The attorney-general condufls the profecu- 
tions and when the defence is heard, and the jury agreed, 
the diemjlers demand of the foreman in Manks, if fuch of 
the council as are ecclefiafticks may remain in cdurt; if he 
anfwer, they may not, they, withdraw; and the verdifl 
is delivered. Upon convidtipn the deemfler pronounces 
fentence, and the governor refpites execution, until the fenr 
- timents o£ the lord are known, if he be not prefent. This 
court is held twice a year at Caftle-Ruftien, and its proceed- 
ings, fioce 1680, have been inroUed in tl)e Ltib^r Placitorum.

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. Tfaere are fcvenri juries io the ifland, m. 

1. The Gnat Infuiji^ whkh confifls of twelve in each 
flicaKling, returned by the c$retur^ to make pitfentmeots par- 
ticularly enumerated in the Manks ftatute^booL This has 
btely been abolifhed. 

%. The Sitting ^Jisy of four of the lord's tenants : dieir 
office was, when any bnds fell to the lord, to dticover a pro- 
per perfon to whom they ought be let, and compel him to 
become a tenant thereof; fenring as a homage jury in the 
flieading, or manerial courts, where the fame bufmefs was 
trmfaded as in the courts of copyholders in England, and 
in a ibmewhat funilar way* 

Befides thefe, Trefpafs Juries^ and JuriiS •f Enquiry \ 
cxxififting each of four men, occafionally fummoned by the 
deemflers, on any trefpafs or damage committed; in order 
to diicover the o&nders if poflible. The ftatute-book alfo 
contains provifions for fome other juries, for placing fervants 
to work, 9nd for the protection of the lord's game. The 
advantages refulting firom thefe juries is confiderably le£Ebiied, 
by the irregularity to which they are liable. 

The forms of proceeding in the courts are mentioned as 
not more orderly or exa£l than the canjiitutim of thofe courts. 
The proceis of appearance, was formerly a fummons from 
the ma^ftrate, by the initials of his name infcribed on a bit if 
fati or aft9ni\ but now it is in writing. Decrees and judg- 
ments at one time were given orally, at another put into 
ivriting : the execution of them was by the moar in the court 
pf common law ; by the cormers^ for the other fuperior 
courts; by th& firjtants^ in the infierior manor courts; and 
executed by Hcttfumnery for the ecckfiaftical courts, 

I (hall here explain the duties of tliofe inferior officers juft 
mentioned. In every (heading was a corcmrj who ferved 
(ummonies and other proce(res, returned juries, levied 

fines 
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fines and execations; coHe<3ed certain of the lower dues 
arifing on cafualties; and for thefe,and other purpofes, yn% 
to take inquefts, and attend mod of the juries and inquefts 
impannelled by the deemfters or fuperior courts, and might 
convene and fwear others, fome permanent, fome occafiona!. 
He alfo takes inquefts as in England, in cafe of fudden or 
violent deaths. The ferjeants in the feveral baronies were 
civil officers, in the nature of moars and coroners. 

In each parifh is a deputy or a0iftant to the coroner, 
Vam^A 2, hckman. 

The htghfumtur is an officer of very ancient appoint- 
ment, invefted wjrii other very confiderable powers, and is 
a kind of general executor to all aliens dying in the iiland. 
He can take an inventory and v^ation of tlieir efleds, to 
pay burial cxpwc^s, and to diftribute the refidue amongft 
the creditors. 

In each parifh arc ajfo perfons called moarsj who colleSt 
the lord's rents and fines, and ad as ferv^nts to fom^ of the 
courts; each has a deputy, termed zfumner, 

Ifany of thefe minifterial officers want aid, the military 
or trained bands are immediately ordered to their affiAanoe^ 
The fuperintendance of th^ principal towns is committed tp 
officers, ftiled Captains of the Townsy who are confervators of 
the peace, and have a power of removing all nuifances or 
obftruftions in the fh-eets. 

The military force pf the iiland confifts of the garrifons 
of Rufhen and Peele, and the militia, in which every man 
from 16 to 60 is liable to ferye, except the keys and a few 
others. Th^ cpmmajid of the militia is committed to ^ 
fnajor-g^ner^, captains, and fubaltem officers; the majors 
general has the fuperintendance of the whole military forc^ 
pf the ifland. The captains, &c. are appointed by the gOT 
yernor s and the militia are con^m^ded by their own officers.

liable to be embodied and called out when the^captaIo3 
cboofe. They ait not intitled to pay, and are armed raoRly 
^t their own expence. 

l^hus the conftitution flood at the revedaaent, and the 
alterations fince are few — ^that aft only transferred the fove- 
rcignty from the Lord Proprietor to the King, It made no 
other change in the conAitution, but what that trans&r ne- 
ceiTarily occafioned. Regulations are made in the courts a^ 
required, and the common law-court is held four times a 
year inftead of twice, and is ftationary at Caftle Ruflicn.* 

The fuggcftions for the ^)enefit of the ifland, form the 
fourth part of the commiOioners rqx>rt, and this is accom- 
panied with plans of harbours, &c. It refpeds the l^^la^ 
ture,the laws, and adminiftration ofjuftice; falaries of fome 
of the officers, publick buildings, liarbours, and lights. Mr. 
• Reid fubjoins alfo his own obfervations on the various topics 
pf enquiry, and whidi are of fome length. 

Thus I flatter myfelf I have given a fatisfaftory., though 
but a brief idea of the " Report," from which I (hall pre- 
fcnt you with a few tables in a future letter,

This account I (hall now abridge) adding fuch addidonal in- 
formation as occurred to me. 

Divifions of land prevail here, termed ^arterlands. It is 
uncertain how they obtained the name, or why they were 
firft divided into fuch parcels. 

It is not fuppofed to have been by reafon of thdr orig^l 
value, as the rent payable to the lord for feme qoartors of 
land, is nearly double to that of others. Nor could it be by 
admeafurement, as they vary in dimenikns; they are con- 
fidered to be one hundred acres more or kft. In William 
Ifis. time we read of hides of land in England, thefe quar* 
terlands feem to be analogous to them, in point of fize and 
variety of dimenfion. 

Quarterlands are in the Ifle of Man, confidered to be 
property of the highefl nature. They are (although fubjedt 
to the payment of a fmall rent to the lord of the iiland) ab- 
folute eAates of inheritance, defcendible from ancefter to 
heir: they cannot be difpofed by will, nor are they liable to 
the payment of debts. Lands under the appellation of in- 
tacks and cottages, were formerly confidered of a nature far 
inferior, and to all intents and purpofes, chattels real, were 
devifable by will, or in cafe of inteflacy fell to admtniffa^tors ; 
and were always the objeds of creditors, when the goods 
moveable or peifohal chattds were deficient. In the a£l: of 
fettlement, they are recognized as chattels, how far they are 
flill fo, remains a matter of doubt; by an adpafled in 17779 
it is enaSed that they (hall no longer be confidered aifets in 
the hands of executors or adminiftrators, but fhall defcend 
to the heir at law. Whether by this ilatute the name cliattel 
and the incidents' are totally taken from intacksf and cottages, 
or merely fo far as regards their being afiets b the hands of 

executors 
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Executors and adminiflrators^ ts a nice quedion ; lawyers arc 
not agreed, although fome decifiQns iince favour the former 
opimon.^ Thk much is however dear^ that if they are not 
difpoTed of by will or other indrument in writing, they <k* 
fcend to the heir at law, in Ae fame numner a$;§uarterlaiids« 

Though thefe quarterlanda are not lubje^ generally 
fpeaking, to the payment of debts, or devifable by will; yet 
cMs is not the cstCt with fuch as are newly purchaled, lor iii 
the iflaad, pur^hafed Jamby tfiOUgh qoar^ri^ndSf are on an 
exa£l footing with intacks and cottages. Nor in the laws 
of the iiland. is the word purchafe equivalent to the Latin 
word perquifitioy as underftood by the laws of England ; but 
fignifies a thing acquired for a oKifideiation paid or to 
be paid. 

I annex a rate to fliew the proportion paid by quarter- 
lands, to thole lands &c which do not come under that title.

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A lime-Aone bottom lies under g very confiderable tracl; 
but the expence of raifing it prevents its general uie as a 
manure.* 

.! Sea* wrack, or alga marina^ is driven in quantities aftiore 
by winter ftorms, and proves an excellent dreflihgfor barle)-; 
it has been tried for potatoes, and anfwers as to quantity, but 
it is inferior in quality to what is raifed on farm-yard dung. 

The North- fide has 48 fquarc miles of improvable land, 
moftly a fandy loam, on a bottom of clay or marl; it alio 
contains an extenfive mofs, which has, within thefe 14 year?, 
been improved by a large open drain. A trad of 500 acres 
of flat clay is dedicated to hay. 

The climate is rather milder than irt tlic ndghbouring 
(yarts of Great-Britain and Ireland, particularly in \miter, 
the froil and fnow being flight and of fliort continuance;

tion i this caufes late harvefls, checks the grain as to its (ize, 
ahd impairs the draw. Frofl and fnow feldom appear before 
Chriftmas; but gales of wind and rain are frequent and of 
long continuance; the eaflerly winds in fpring check the 
progrefs of hulbandrj^ Many eftates are tithe free, paying 
an annual modus or prefcription, which can never be altered.

The following is the diftribution of a crpp^on afarm near 
ia town, in 1794: Numberof acres 270; rentaiol. Wheat, 
a6 acres; B^riey and oats, 30 each. Potatoesj 24. Hay, 
from fowngrafs, 40^ Meadowy 10. Flax, 5. Fallow, 33. 
Pafture, 92^ Plough-horfes, 6, Colts, 4. Saddle- horfe, 
poney, and ftailioh. Mrlch-cows, 15. Fatting cows and 
heifers, 10. BuU^ i. Grading to fix cows* Horfes, 4. 
Sheep, 20. .Houfe-fervant, two men, and three boys, with 
fix labourers, and 25 additional hands in harVeft. Families, 
7. Souls, 40. This ftrm was divided among fix tenants, 
who kept 16 horfes, and niaintained 30 fouls. 

As the fiftiery engages upwards of: 5000 men during the 
moft important fummer months, the weeding and getting in 
of the harveft, &c. falls to the women, and the few men who 
prefer being on fliore. The women are expert reapers, and 
do many other parts of hu(bandry. Threfliing is moftly per- 
formed by them on the upland farms; and in digging up of 
potatoes they arfe little inferior to men. Mowers cut only 
3 -quarters of an acre a day. Five reapers, and one to bind, 
cut an acre of middling com a day. 

A common plan here is to have the barn over the cow» 
houfesy but the cattle are never kept fo clean; and, if fatting 
(lock, do not thrive fo well. It is alfo inconvenient and ex- 
penfive to drag in the crops.

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The 6mistreba%acoomiiKKfaited with offices; and the 
diury-nuid, in aiilkmg, ii not sicconiinodated vmh « feat as 
in En^ancL' Tlie feet of the cattk are tied widi ilraw regies, 
to prevent their firaymg; this they call Lanlcetting: there 
appears fomethoig crud in tfabtnode> bat the hedges are not 
fuffident to keep them, being only earth thrown up in the 
vftiil way^ without any fencing or underwood zt the top. 
The cottages are built of earth, and covered widi flraw, 
iaftened with a netting of ftnlw ropes, wfakh lafts about 
two years. 

The inclofures are from four to ten acres. The fences 
are only banks of earth, not fecure by any means ; gorie ox 
fiirze is feldom feen on the top. Dry ftone walls are adopted 
where dtey can be ha4 cheap; they cod from iid. to 2cxl. 
per yard in length, five feet high, and two thick. 

The roads are wid?, and kept in good order, by parochial 
hbour, (including three days labour from every houfe in the 
towns, the compofition for which amounts to about 750!.] 
by a proportion of the revenue frotn pubtick-houfe lioences, 
of about i8cL and a tax on dogs of 70I. amounting in the 
whole to about a thoufand per annum. 

The ploughs ufed by the fmall farmers are nearly like 
thofe formerly in general u6 in Scotland and Ireland, but 
not fo lai^ or heavy; on lays or fh'ong lands, they are in- 
ferior to no plough, but the draught is greater than thof^ 
with curved mould- boards. Mr. Small's, of Ford in Scot- 
Jand, are in eftecm; the draught being lefs, though th: 
plough is heavier. Thefe coil in the whole about 50s 
Good harrows are ufed, but drilling and hodng machines I 
•arc few. Carts are in general ufe with handy rails attached 1 
' occafionally ; but I do not recolledl having feen any waggons.

Lidae-floile is pienty in quanlies^ and on the coa& of the. 
foMjdi.fidev it ^ofts i8d. p^ bak-cel c^ fix bufhels; and 50 
barrels zic reckoned enough for an acre. Sheep, &c. are 
folded in many farms. Clay marl abounds on the north-fide. 
They lay 3O0 to 400 k^s, Qf..tea.cwt,:ei«ih, onJtoaore. 
Thist.will ferve for twelve crops. The cleanfing .of the 
wafhihg tubs, ufed in curing herrings, with the fivoepings, 
is a fine mailure. Fairs for cattle, and the maniifadhires of 
the ifiand, arfe frequent^ whi^h renders many of them infig- 
nific3nta..there are fix^at. which much buiinefs is done. I 
was at one^ of theib wUob was fiiil. of people, and (lored with 9 
cattle; while at another, not 100 perfons were preftnt. 

Many hundred head oF catde are bought up and ient to 
England annually; jobbers come fi-om Cumberland, and 
without waiting for the £urfi, gpt about tfae&rmsand pick 
up whatever cattle fuits thedi : a gr&A deal of iiufinels is done 
this way, and by aiettled correfpcmdence. The fairs, there- 
foi^, do not give a ftranger an adequate idea of the ftock of 
oittle in the ifiand. ' 

Horfes are frequently brought firom Ireland to this place; 
they are larger than the native ones. Every year produces 
a greater attention to the breed and usaring of the. Uire dock.* 
yormerly die ponbs weror remaikable for their beauty, and 
were much in requeft in En^and and Ireland to run-in car- 
riages; but now their numbers are much dimiiiiftiedy as 
larger hmles are found .more xitcSal. Ti»fsnn&s breed for 
their own ufe, and the ifiand has fome &t» ^alliens. The 

old 
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old' country ftock of cows are now feldom to be found; 
they were ihort-l^ged and thick-bodied, and more remark- 
able for iktting than for milk; fixteen quarts per day, for 
tbr€e months after calving, being confidered as a very good 
proidacp; twelve quarts will be near the average return. 
Barrel chums are ufed; but plunge chums are mod com- 
mon. Butter varies with the feafbn, from 5d. to 8d. per 
pound of 1 6 ounces; and when faked in crocks, at 6d. and 
yA* Abo^t I coo. crocks of 3olb. each, areannuaUy fent to 
England* The cattle foon fatten in choice pafture, or when 
exporteiL . When fatted, their average weight is 8olb$. a 
quartei\ and in proportion to that weight have 4cdbs. of 
tallow, and 6olbs. of hide. Calving cowsf and heifers fell in 
May foom' four to fix guineas* Dry cows. and heifers for

• The native {lock of iheepJsfmaR and hardy; whenfatted, 
they, weigh from five to eight pounds a quaner. They en- 
dure the fevereft Weather with little lofs: the meat is fine. 
This is Hill the mountain breed. In otlier parts a larger 
fort;, a mixture from Scotland and Ireland, prevails; weigh- 
ing when fitted from twelve to eighteen pounds per quarter. 
The rot is fcarcely known; but a diforder prevails which 
IS occafioned by eating.a particular weed, which the Manks 
call Ouw, Its jeaf deftroys the liver, and in about twelve 
months, caufes tbeantmal's death. On opening the (heep, 
this leaf is foiind attached to its liver, and transformed into 
an^niihal having, apparent life and motion, and retaining its 
Ihape ai aa herb.i*

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Two pounds and a half is the average weight of the fm^IIer 
fized fleeces, and the larger rarely exceed ylbs. It is not 
of the finefl or longed ftaple, but the inhabitants ina)ce' a 
ftrong cloth of it. Few wafli their flieep j}reyious to fliear- 
ing; the wool thus uncleanfed is fold from 6d. to 8d. per 
pound. Almoft every farmer referves as much wool and 
flax as employs the female part of bis family. 

There is a peculiar breed .of (heep, called Laughton^ of the 
colour. of Spanifti Ihuff; thefe.are not hardy, and are more 
difficult to fatten. The natives 1 jke tile doth, and ftockingii 
made of tlus wool.. . . . 

Pigs abound and of good fize. The price for frefli podc 
is zid. per pound; hams and bacon sd. Poultry is alfp 
very plenty: chicken 6d, pfcrcOuple; fowls X 2d. Geefeare 
numerous; the price from is., to .is. 6d; weighing from fix 
to eight pounds. Turkeys and dqcks are alfo cheap ; quan- 
tities are fent to England. Dogs of a mixed fort are very 
common, almoft a nuifence, nptwithftandipg they are taxed. 

A trad of 2000 acres has received imipcnfe and va- 
luable benefit from a drain cut through th<p.loweft places, ten 
feet wide, and fixde^p;. its length nearlj^fixmUeii the foil 
peat-mqfs, and cl^y, with abundance of marl.

On the marled land of ths north fide, twelve crops of 
peafe, and barley alternately, are often taken, and fomcttmcs 
fifteen, without any other afFiflanctt than the dreffing of marU 
or even throwing in grafs feeds.

Wheat, 1)efide8 its requiring a difference in the condition of 
the foil; is fubjedl to fmuty and its draw is not fit for fodder ^ 
this operates againft it. 50C0L is in confequence annually 
paid for Hour imported — Barley is found beft adapted, ex- 
cept oats, to- the foil and diniate. There are two forts 
iown; the four-rowed, which is only fit for mah, and the 
two-rowed, which is ufed for bread, and is the general 
£c>od of the lower cltiiles, with \lrhom oats is alfo a ooofider- 
aUe part of dieh Horie-beans are little cultivated as yet . 
thefe are productive, but as% difficult to £ive, as moift wea- 
ther attends the latter end of harveft. 

Rye 
is lictle fown at prdent j before mariing was fo much ufed, 
rye occupied the land pow fown with wheat Potatoes are 
grown in quantities.

* An acre of good turnips will (between November and March) 
maintain one hundred fheep fix weeks j and an acre of cabbages 
two months. An acre of ^ good turnip-rooted cabbages will main- 
tain ona hundred (beep through the trying month of March. It is 
fuppofed that a little hay will be given with the roots. JDevote at 
leall one qiwrter of your turnip land to the Ruta-Baga, or rhe Swe- 
di(h. turnip, which will bear the utmoft fevcrity of weather, and 
will remain found wlieu the other turnips fire all rotten. Sow early 
in May, and treat it, in other refpe6ls, like the common turnip.

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adopted. Turnip-rooted cabbage, and fcarcity root, have 
not been found to anfwcr. Carrots have been grown foir 
catde, but the expence of weeding has prevented their -cul- 
tivation. DiiFerent kinds of v/inter cabbage have been 
raifed for feeding of milking flock, and were found very 
convenient. 

The growth and manufaihire of flax is very general 
through the ifland; almoft every farmer and cottager grow- 
ing a little, both for the ufe of their families and for expor- 
tation. The linen cloth is particularly well manufactured, 
and finds a ready fale in England, where 5000I. worth is 
annually exported ; the price from is. to as* per yard. ^ 

Hemp is fown in gardens, or very rich ;fpots pf land, but 
very rarely feen cultivated in fields. • . , 

Grafs feeds are generally fown with their fpring crops. 
In (hort, there is no doubt, if a Society for the improve- 
ment of the land were indi^uted, and informatioh and ad- 
vice circulated, by means cf fmall cheap tra£ls on the fub- 
jeft, but that the bappicil: effeJls would flow ; and from the 
very great and beneficial changes that are obfefvable within 
thefe laft twenty years, we may predi£: that the ifland will 
rife to that degree of confequence it deferves, at no very 
diftant period. 

Even the raoft barren parts of the mountains, when 
planted, may be productive in time ; and that elegant poet 
Scott informs us to what they may be adapted: 

^' On barren mountains, bleak with chilly air, 
" Forbidding paft rage, cr tiie ploughman's care 5 
*' Laburnum's boughs a beauteous bloom diiclofe, 
- *' Or fpiry pines a gloomy grove compofe." 

The Scotch fir (fays Mr. Billingflcy) will endure almoft 
any fcverity of climate, and the beech will refift the dcftruc- 

tive 
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tive influence of the fca-brccze; next to thcfe, in point of 
hardinefs, are the larch, fycamorc,* a(h, and birch. 

We find alfo that the whitty, or mountain-a(h, grows in 
the higheft and coldeft fituations, and is the laft tree we meet 
in going up the Welch hills; where the lower clafs of peo- 
ple make a thin beverage with its red berries fermented. 

*' And .whitty glitters up the mountain's fide— ^ 
•* The hardy whitty, that o'er Cambrian fnow& 
" Beams its red glare, and in bleak winter glows.

field, and the almoft daily difuft of his mother tpngue, ^Thc 
^ngfifh language is preferred in general. In the Church and 
^ in the Courts of J^aw, it is jndifpenfibly neceflary : ip general 
the lower clafs underftand Englifti, and few are wholly ig- 
norant of itj yet they are more ready, at, and att^ch^d to^ 
their Manks, 

Douglas has two printing-offices, from whence ifliip % 
Manks almanack, and a weekly paper, at the price of z|d. 
intitled the Manks Mercury, bpth printed in Englifh. 

• They have neither grammar nor didionary, and few ex- 
cept the clergy know ManHs well enough to compofe in, it,* 
In a letter to the Rev. Mr. Corlett, of Lez- ay re, in 1 7 74, from 
Mr. Jolin Kelly, of Douglas, he enquires for all the proper 
names of places, &c, and adds, " My intention is to annex

The following curious obfervations on the Manks lan- 
guage and cuftoms, is from the pea of the late learned Rev. 
Philip Moore: 

" One great caufe of their fecnrity in the Ifle of Man, 
arifes frorii zn ancient law^ ftill in force, that makes it felony 
to enter any man's houfe, without firft calling thrice, Fel 
Pcccaghs'tlAe? Any body within?" literally, Is there anyy7«- 
ner within? For, anciently,' few houfes had any other door 
than a bundle of briars or brufh-wood, tied up clofe, and 
bound all round with a ftraw rope, to keep out the weather 
by night; and in the day, when they left their cabins to 
go tb \Vork abroad, they fet up two (licks ^rrofs the door, 
or a coiiple of flails, or any thing of that kind^ which the 
laW made it capital to remove, without pcrmifiion from 
within, iFtcr calling as above. And this furnifties another • 
flfong prefumptive proof for the originality, antiquity, and 
tSryexpfelTive fignificance of our language; that the whole 
human fpecies is diftinguifhed by the term or appellation of 
fecta^hy that Js, firmer^ For inftance, we fay, peceagh mie^ for 
a good fnan cJr perfon, literally, a good fintier. For a good 
chriftiaft, peceagh creejiee^ i. e, a chriftian (inner: peceagh ny 
ghoj many a finner, for many a one: cloan ny peceee^ the 
children of (umefs, for all mankind. Would not this 
proof, taken from the very natural and moral ftate of mari> 
incline one to conclude, that the Manks language is coxval, 
if not with the fall, at leaft with the difperfion at Babel, ia 
both which incidents the whole humati race were ulvolved -^ 
aftd univerfal guilt became the charaSeriftic of matx. The 
term peecaghy maLtiy or perfon, but Itteratly and originally, 
fauKsr, (hewing how religiouily we have preferred the nle-- 
rtiofial of thefe moft ancient, wonderful, and intere{Hrtg ca- 
uftrophes. "lam

This language has many compound words, hy which the 
ideas they are meant to excite are more forcibly imprefled: 
for inftance, laa^ fignifies halfyznd bee^ fignifies meati when 
thefe are conjoined they form laaheg^ the Manks for a bed, 
which is vulgarly faid to be half-m^s^t^-^Again, J^?^, half, 
and noo^ a faint, when joined as laanooy mean a child ; very 
cxpreffive of the innocence of that ftate. 

Mr. Sacheverel remarks, that the Manks language differs 
no more from Irifti than the Scotch from Englifli, and that 
both are different idioms of the Erfe, or Highland. Bifhop 
Philips, a native of North- Wales, who trariflated the Prayer- 
book into Manks, obferves, that moft of the radixes were 
Welch, and that, but for his native language, he could not 
have perfoaed the work. 

Mr. S. found in fome words an analogy to the Latin;, as 
quifer a tye^ for qui vir te£iij with an abbreviation common 
to the Irilh. He remarked, that the utenfils and terms of 
art were frequently Englifh, with a Manks termination, as 
dor us for Jeer; thus they {zy jough a dorus^ for drink at the 
door. In the northern fide, they ipeak a deeper Manks than 
, in the foyth, beij^ lefe corrupted with Engli(b» ' 

Profeffor Thorkelin vifited the ifland in 1790, lent by the 
exprefs order of his D^nilh Majefty, to invcftigate the re-

Mn.Townley informs us, that a gentleman <^ Caftletovrtf 
prefented him with fome Daniih medals found in the neigh-"

Mr. Pennant made fome parochial enquiries in the ifland 
a few years fmce; but the liberal arts find few votaries here : 
fcience is difregarded, and polite literature little cultivated.

The Epiftles and 
Revelations were printed^in Mainks at Ramfay, in 1767, by Shep- 
pard of Whitehaven^ in 8vo. and the Common*Prayer, in i2mo, 
Manks, at Ramfay, 2768$ Lewis's Catechifm, and Prayer for the 

Fiiheiy, 
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copies of St. Matthew's Gofpel. Bifliop Hildefl^, by his 
exertions and application to perfons of eminence, and to the 
Society for promoting Chriftian Knowledge, who generoufly 
approved the plan, was enabled to gratify the people with 
the New Teftament intire; the Common-Prayer; the 
Chriftian Monitors Lewis's Catechifm, and a Form of 
Prayer for the Herring Fiftiery, all in Manks." 

*' It is impoffible to defcribe the avidity (obferves the 
fame Writer) with which thefe books are fought; with 
what joy and gratitude they are received : as mafters of fa- 
milies, and others, can now read to the ignorant and illite- 
rate the facred oracles in their own language; whereas, 
before, they never did, nor could hear, or know more of 
them than what they could learn from crude and often extem- 
pore tranflations. To the younger clerjgy this was a talk 
difficult and difcouraglng; as it required the praiSlice and ex- 
perience of fome years, to make them tplerably expert at 
fuch expofitions.

guage; that his diocefe, In common ^th other Chriftian 
churches, may enjoy the full bleffing and benefit of the whole 
facred canon compleat; a work in which his clergy are now 
engaged, with a view that his lordfhip may be farther en- 
abled, by future benefadions, to carry on and execute h 
tauduble and neceiTary an undertaking, and to perpetuate the 
fame to future generations ^ that the light and benefit of 
divine knowledge, enjoyed by all other proteftant commu- 
nities, and reformed churches, may be extended to this dio- 
cefe alfo. A diocefe which, though fo happily iituatcd in 
the very centre of his Maje;|ly's Britifh dominions, arMl a 
fufFragan fee to the metropoUtical jurifdiftion of York, has 
yet been, through a feries of ages, deprived of a benefit fo 
effential to the very exlftence of genuine chriftianity.

As the intereft Uis 
been accruing for fome ti|rie, and as ibme years have elapied 
fince the laft dift]:^utipn} it may not be deemed apu& to 
folicit the attention of the fpciety to this fubge£lj as I mai 
credibly informed that a new ^tion of the Bible, &c. is 
much wanted at priefent. .; 

I was furprized to fee Milton^s Paradife Loft in M^ks 
drefs, and a clergymah aflured me that it poiTeffed merit. I 
fvlbjoin, as a fpecimen of the language, the Morning and 
Evening Hymns of Bifhop Kenn,* tranflated by th^ Rev. 
Mr. Corlett, of Lez-ayre, whofe correft knowledge of the 
language is generally allowed; he attended the Rev. Mn 
Moore, in corredling the prefs in London wJien the fcrip- 
tures were printing, dnd I am under m^ny obligations to 
him for a variety of information.

In confequence of that contraband trade, which is fo ge- 
nerally known to have prevailed in the ifland, government, 
as foon as it became pofTefTed of It, determined to lofe no 
time in putting a final flop to fo injurious a traffic, and there- 
fore appointed commiffionersfrom London, Edinburgh, and 
Dublin, to enquire into it^ nature and effe£^s, and report 
thereon ; ^ith the remedies neceflary to be adopted. A mong 
other matters, they flate, the prejudices to the King's revenue 
to have been nearly 350,0001. per annum; and the value of 
feizures on the coaft of Ireland, from the ifland, to have been 
nearly io,qpol. per annum. In confequence, the aft of 5 
Geo. III. pafTedj'and fbme futfequent ones, which have nearly 
flopped this illicit trade, by enading prohibitions and regu- 
lations, 
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iations, feme .of which arcftated in this letter. But th« 
revefttng aft, ifhK thcTe, greatly abridged thdr infular lights, 
and the Manks were deprived of fome of their ancient pri- 
v9eges. They fdt thetnfclves oppreffed, and fent agents to 
England to aflertfheir rights before parliament j and pre- 
vailed fo far as to procure, inr 1766, An aft for encouraging 
and regulating their trade, Sec. and for Mfing a revenue to 
effcft the purpofes thereiii-mentioned. Thefe^s now ap- 
pear to have had a beneficial operation, and the inhabitants 
are perfcftly happy under the Britiih govemmeht;

THE fubjeft of this letter is th^ftaple commodity bf the 
ifland, Herrings i sand I have the pleafure of accom- 
panying it with a Poem On the Fijheryy which was^ven me 
by a Manks lady. 

The coifts of the Ifle of Man abound with 1 variety of 
fine fifti. The falmon frequents the bays from. July to 
September I ^as witnefs to a hawl of 120, hear Ramfay 5 
while, a few evenings after, his Grace of Athol, with a party 
from the Deemfters, were! not lucky enough to take more 
than a folitary individual. Tlie preference is rather ^ven 
to the falmon of Kircudbright; a fmall veflH came into Ram- 
fay harbour with a quantity firom thence, which was fold 
for 3d. Manks per pound.

A marine awmal, called the Battleco^k, is found fome-

A fi(h termed a Blockin, fomewhat between a hqiing 
and a whiting, and eels, are caught by line and wonns.

Sand-Eels.* 

Cod, ling, gurnet, and moft flat-fi(h are plenty, and cx- 
trem^y good. But it is herrings which are their grand fup- 
port; it is thefe only can roufe the dormant energy of the 
Mankfman's mind, Simulate him to indufby, and enliven 
the whole ifland. " . ' *■ * 

From an eminent writer we learn that ^' Herrings, about 
the beginning of the year, iffue froiA the remote reccfles of 
the North, in a body furpafling defcription, and almoft ex- 
ceeding the power of imagination. The firil column de- 
tached nioves jowards the Weft, by the coafts of New- 
foundland, towards North- America, . The Jlaftemcolunui, 
proceeding leifurely by the coafts of Ireland, fends oflf one 
divifion along the coafts of Norway, which foon divides into 
two, and paffes by the Straitsof the Sound into the jBaltic; 
the other towards Holftein, Bremin, &c. The larger and 
deeper column fells direflly upon the Iflcs of Shetland and 
Orkney, and paifing thefe, divides into two; the Eaftem co- 
lumn moves by the fide of Britain, detaching gradually fmaller 
fhoaJs to the coafts of Friez^land, Holland, Zealand, Flan-

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Jers, and France; while the Weftern column paffes on the 
other fide of Britain and Ireland. The remains of this body 
reaflemble in the Channel, and proceeding thence to the 
ocean, retire to their afylum in the North, where in peace 
and fafety they repair the loffes they have fuftaihed. When 
grown large, they fet out again tb^ next feafon, and make 
the fame tour," 

Another writer* gives us this account ; ** The herrings 
arc found in the grcateft abundance in the higheft Northern 
latitudes within the dr&lc circle, Iii thofe inacceflible feas, 
that are covferied with ice during a great part of the year, the 
herrings find a quiet and fure retreat frbm their numerous 
enemies ; there neither man, nor the fin fiih, nor cachalet, 
dares purfue them. The great colony fets out about the mid- 
dle of winter 5 their numbers exceed imagination, and their 
cnen)ies alfo are innumerable, efpecially the fea-fowl, near the 
pote, M^h^, watching their emigration, fpread ruin among 
them. In this exigence the defencelefs' ciftigrants Have no 
alternative, but to croud clofe together. The main body 
fcparates in two divifions j one moves to the Weft along 
the coafts of America, as fei* South as Carolina, and are fo 
numerous in Chefapeak-Bay as to become a nuifance. The 
other divifion takes a more Eafterly direiSUon, towards Eu- 
rope, arriving at Iceland about March, Where, riotwithftand- 
ing their lofs, tliey form a body of amdzir^g Extent, depth, 
and clofenefsj occupying a furface equal in 'dimenfions to 
Great-Britain and Ireland ; fubdivided into columns of five 
miles in lertgth, and four iti breadth, fwimming near the fur- 
face, but finking fometimes for fome minutes. The fore^ 
f unners appear off Shetland, In April or May, and the grand 
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the firft to difcover the feafons of dieir paflag^; and therr 
firft regular fifhing is dated back to tlie twdfth century. 
The Dutch confider it in its true light; for in a placart of 
1624, the fiftiery is called, " The Golden Mne^* of die 
United Provinces; and in another, in 1651, the herring 
fifhery is termed the principal mine and chief fupport of 
Holland. May England ever cherifh and encourage every 
attempt to increafe and eftablifli it! 

The fre(h herrings of the ifland are peculiariy good, and 
larger than thofe of Yarmouth. When the feafon arrives, 
the fi(h are look^ for, and their appearance is indicated by 
the quantity of guUs that hover around them, nb leis eager 
than the Mankfman to ieaft on the delicious &re. At this 
period, therefore, the gull is confidered as facred. The firft 
maize that are caught are entitled to a bounty.* 

The fifhermcn fomettmes exoreife^ or bum the tvitches 
out of their boats with dry ling, or heath; and to effed this 
they contrive the flame fo as to reach every part of the boat. 
The firft boat that difcovers the herring, founds a horn as 4 
fignal to apprize the other boats. They fometimes take 70 
maize, at 500 per maize, in one boat. 

The oath of the dcemfter, or judge, from the Angular al- 
lufion to the herring, I take thb opportunity to introduce.

In converfatioa \7ith an oninent £ngIi(}i-i»eFehant of 
Leghorn in June 1798, he informed me^hatthe only her- 
rings ufed in Italy were the fmoahdj ebmmonly called red 
herrings, of which they ufed to receive about three moderate 
cargoes in a year from the Ifle of Man. That they preferred 
the Yarmouth and LoweftofF ones, but the ifland herrings 
were much efteemed, and might, with very little additional 
care in curing, be equal to the others. Refpedling falmon, 
he obferyed that they received in Italy, (chiefly imported into 
Leghorn) from the Ifle of Man before the war, from 2000 
to 3000 barrels per annum, from ibclb. to 2oclb. weight 
each i and that it was an increafing trade, until checked by the 
war. That three forts of falraon were confumed in Italy; 
that from Newfoundland, the Ifle of Man, and Scotland, of 
which the Scotch was the bed, Salmon exported from the 
ifland is fplitj and wet falted, and after the barrels are clofed, 
pickle enough to keep them moifl is conveyed into the 
bung-hole. The fmalle(| fort is the moil marketable in 
Italy, as they are ambitious of ferving a whole fifliup; and 
thefe fell for 8s. per barrel extra. In 1791 the price to the 
confum^r was on an average 9d, per poimd in Leghorn. 

A foclety 
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A foclcty under the tide of the Britifh Society for cxtea 
ing the Firticries, and improving the fea-coafts of Grct 
Britain^ was inftituted in 1786. This was owing to rh 
patriotic exertion of Mr. John Knox, above quoted, who trk 
verfed and explored the Highlands of Scotland no Ic(s thj 
fixtccn times, and expended fcveral thouf^nd pounds in it 
warding his benqf cial dcfigns. 

I am happy to learn that government, aware of this ad- 
vantageous branch of commerce, have ftill the impravemeri 
and extenfion of the fifhcries under their inomediat^ cori- 
dera&)n.

During the prevalence of.Popifli fup^rftition, and long 
before the. grant to the Stanley family, feve^ detachments 
of the monaffick orders found .their , way int9.tbe ifland, and 
ere6ted an abbeys and fome fmaUer.rdigiou3.houfes and cells 
there; each of y/hich had a trad of land annexed to it, 
forming a manor or barony, diflinfl: from %bt. Lord, but 
held of him as paramount by homage and fealty^ In like 
manner the demefne, and other cuftomary eSates of in- 
heritance, apprO{^iated to the bifhoprick, appear to have 
been always a feparate barony. In sdl thefe the Ecclefiaftical ' 
Proprietors had. the fame manerial rights, as the Lord. 
Forgacrly t}icy were places of refuge from the Lord's au- 
thority; an abufe that was prohibited in 1417. On thidr 
diffolution, tlie King of England potEeffcd them; they vrere 
afterwards held by private fubjeds on grants, or leafes from 
the crown, who were Ailed barons^ and they dill remsua 
diftind baronies. 

In the beginning of the fiatute book is briefly m«Qtione(^ 

how fuccejOKvdy the noUe family of Derby have exercifed a

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jus regale in the ifland, and that certain barons held Feiper- 
tive baronies of theoi) viz. the Lord Bifliop of Man ; the 
Abbot of Rufhen; tlie Priors of Douglas and Whitehom 
in Galway; the Abbots of Furnefs, Bangor, and Sabi; 
and the Prior of St. Bede in Copeland; all which were, in 
refpefl to their holdidgs, to do faith and fealty unto the hod 
of the faid ifland, at the general aflembly of the whole ifland, 
called the Tynwald court, in their proper perfbns, under 
the penalty of having their temporalities fcized for non- 
appearance and homage. 

But to proceed to a more modern era. 

The Clergy of the iftand arc a refpedfaible body^ they ar? 
)iative$, and hdve a good chffical education. There ar. 
only two rectories, worth about lool. per annum^^ theri- 
carages ^e under 50I. and the vicarage-houfes in general 
- are but fmall, inconvenient buildings, in fome parifties much 
out of repair, and in others there are none; for infianct, 
in Malew and BrUe. It is fmgular that the former is io 
deditute) as m this parifh is fituated Cajlktowny the feat of 
government. 

They perform the fervice of the Church of England, m 
Manks wholly, or alternately in Manks and Englifh, as t% 
fituation qnd the circumilances demand; and in fome 
churches £ngli(b is always read. 

In 1696 an aft was made againft " non-refidence," which 
oblfges the clergy to reiide in their refpediive pari(hes unda 
certain penalties. 

In the year 1 739, the clergy were thrown into great trou- 
ble and perplexity by the death of the Earl of Derby, who 
.dying without iffue, the Lordlhrp of Man (as a barony in 
fee) became the property of the Duke of Athol, who had 
.married the heirefs of the late Earl of Derby. This had 
nearly deprived the clergy of their fubfiftence; for theliv- 

in£s 
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ings of the Ifle of Man confift of a third of the impropria- 
tions, which had been originally purcliafed of a former 
Earl of Derby, by a colleSion made in the epifcopate of 
Dr. Barrow,* ix\ the reign of Charles II, An eftate of the 
Earl's in England was bound for payment. 

On the alienation of the ifland from the Derby family, 
the Duke of Athql claimed the impropriations as an infepa^ 
rable appendage of his eftate and royalty, of which it co\ild 
not be divefted.by any right Jtliat had or could be (hcwiv . 
The deeds were not to be found, and the clergy, in danger • 
of lofing all their property>and unable to coqteft, wguld have 
taken a trifle in confideration for their claim. Bifliop ^Vil-* 
fon, in a letter to his fonj fayjs, " What we can do with 
*' regard to the impropriations, I cannot poffibly. tell; we . 
«* would be content to take any reafonaWe ponfideration^ . 
'' rgthcr than lofe alle"t Lord Derby offered lOooL a fum . 
very inadequate, Th^ ill effeiSts this had, may be learned., 
from another letter of the EJfhop's, wherein he obferves,, 
'« We are fadly put to it for proper perfons to fcrve the 
*' churches. The fear of lofing the impropriations^ for ever, 
*' difcouraging parentg from edMC^ting their children fpr the 
f^ miniftry/'J . ., 

The Duke, however, allowed the clergy to take the im- ; 
propfiations, giving bonds of indemnification ; but this was 
no permanent f^curity i the happinefs pf feveral fainilies was . 



* Biihop Barrow obtained a grant from Charles II. of one hun-^ 
dred pounds a year, payable out of the excife for ever, for the better - 
mainteiiance of the yicars and fchool-maftsrs of the iiland ; and he 
coUefted 600I. for the fame purpofe among the mobility j. and, by 
his own private charity, he alfo purchafed two eftates in land, 
worth *ol. a year in Biftiop Wilfon's time, for tbe fupport of fuch 
young perfons as fiiould be defigned for the miniftry.

The afliduity of Bifliop Wilfon anrf his fqn was at length 
crowned with fucceTs; the deeds having been found in the 
Rolls chapel. This'ended the difput^ — the dteds were cxem- 
pllfierf under the great feal of England, and every precaution 
was taken for the future payment of thenioncy; and a good 
uridertta'nding was'eftabliftied between the Earl of Derby and 
the clergy, 

* In 1774 the clergy were made happy by the payment of 
the n^al bounty, which had been withheld for fome years. 

' The following ftatement will give you an idea of the 
ground of the law-fuit that took place ip confequence of thefe 
claims of the clergy. 

Bifhop Barrow and Archdeacon Fletcher, in 1666, pur- 
chafed, of Charles Earl of Derby, the impropriations, rec- 
tofiesi and tithes; for the fum of one thoufand pounds, for 
thcufe bf'the minifters of the Ifle of Man, the ereSion of a 
free ffhool, and the maintenance of a fchool-maften 

' Artithe Earl granted, by way bf collateral fecurity, his 
manor and lands of Bifphem in Lancaftiire, and Methop 
farm, in truft for the performance of the indentures. 

'"In 1735, a claim to the re(S:or|es and tithes was ftarted 
by James Duke of Athol, as right heir of James Lord 
Stanley 3^ under the lipiitations of 7 James 1. 5 and in 1736, 
he took ppffeflion of the ifland, and of the redories, &c, the 
fubje^l oif the ir^denture in 1636. 

The then bifhop and archdeacon, after in vain endeavour- 
irig to get poffeffibn, or to obtain indemnity on the foot of 
the collateral fecurity, filed a bill in Chancery in 1736, in 
behalf of the pppr .clergy, and matters of the free fchools, 
againft EdwardEari of Derby, the faid James Duke of Athol,

In the year 1.730, Dr. Willbn,. fon oF the Bifhop, pro- 
pofed to eftablilh a. fund for the fppport of clergyman's wi- 
d^ws an^ children in the We of Man, which. was the more 
ne9efrary,as,frDnathe fmallnefs of the livings,. feW were able 
to make a provifion for their families. T^o tliis the Biflibp 
r^adiUvagreed; andbY.lhe afllfhnce of Mrs. Ci*owr Mrs. 
^^pyi^;l;z,j'(thela.te JBilh^jp's widow) Lady EHzabeth Hate'g^, 
apd g^hers^ a Aim of jnoney was raifed anjl placed in the 
E»j^£hjundj^ the fi^J^^ref^ of which^ amounting to 12I. per 
annum, was appropriated to that purpofe.

Among the objcfts' which wefe to be effe£l?ed by the pur- 
chafe of the tithes, &c. of the Derby E»mily, in 1666, were 
the efhbli(hment of a free fchobl, and proviGon for the 

maft^r?.' Thp tithes of Kirjt C. Ruflien were part of the 
tithes conveyed by the indenture, 

Dr. Barrow then aflures the tithes to eight perfons during 
his (ife, on their undertaking to pay 30I. per annum, in lieu 
of the tithes, to the fchopl- matter appointed by him and his 
fucceflbrs; in caf^ of the death of either of thefe eight per- 
fons, the furvivor? to cleft another in his place. ^ 

This diipofifioh. of the Bifhop was quietly acquicfced in, 
anH paid, until 1736; except in cafe of unlicenfed-mafters, 
whp were pald'ohly 15I. per annum. 

Tn 1695^ it appears there was an ahpual order, by one of 
the Truft, Goverripr Sacheverel, on the proftors of the 
reftory of K. C. Ruftien, to pay this 30I. quarterly to the 
xnafter of the free-fcl^dol at Caftletowiij and fo to continue 
till further order. 

On the prefent'lcKopl-mafter, in 17*57, arriving from the 
commencement' pf the regular year, he received 60!. per 
annum until 1 779^ v(hen the truft reduced his falary to 30I. 
and alfo for the eniuing year, when he filed a bill in Chan- 
cery tp be paid the ufual falary. Alledging that the tithes 
of K. C. Rufhen had been fettled Upon the mafter, and which 
\yere eftimated at 60L per annum, and that was bis cmditiont 
'^agreement with the truji on his acceptance. 

The 
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The then truft put in their anfwer, that BMhop Barrow 
had, in the firft inftance, no power to endow the fchool with 
the perpetuity of the faid tithes, &c. ; and that the truft had 
a power to proportion them among the feveral objefts of 
diftribution, as they might yearly think proper. The caufe 
was heard in the Chancery Court of the ifland, in 1782, 
when Governor. Dawfon decreed in favour of the maker's 
having 6oi. a^-year, in lieu of the tithes .of K. C. Ruflien* 

On this rfie truft appealed to the King and Council ta 
reverfe thi§ decree, which was allowed, wppn their entering 
into a bond to proff cute the appeal with effecft, and pay the 
cofts if t|ie decree was affirmed^ which was the cafe, and the 
prefent mafter has the ftipulated falary of 60I. per ann. 

The Rev. Mr. Caftley, the prefent mafter, was educated in 
Jefu^ College, Cambridge, and took, his degree of Bachdoi" 
of Arts in X755,and M. A. in 1758, and was fellow of tftc 
college.*

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LETTER IX, 
To the same* 

DEAR SXn, 

T Have no doubt but you will receive much plcafore from 
-^ the following brief epitome of the Life of the late excd- 
IcBt Bifhop Wilfon, whofe memory is heldun great venera- 
tion by the people of the ifland to this day. 

Bifhop Wilfon was born at Burton in Chclhire, Dec. 
20, 1663) and entered at Trinity College, Dublin; from 
whence he was ordained in 1686. 'He wa^ iloticed by 
William Earl of Derby, who rhade him his domeftick chap- 
lain, and preceptor to his fon James Lord Strange/ tn 1692. 
In 1697, the Earl offered him the biftioprick of the Ifle of 
Man, which had been vacant ever fincc the death of Dr. 
Levi0tz,in i^93i but.he declined fo great. a c^j;ge« . At 
length the Archbifhop of York ooibplained to King WHliain, 
that a bifhop was wanting to fill the fee of Man-<~that the 
nomination was with the Lord of the ifle, but that the ap- 
probation was with his Majefty. The King fent for the 
Earl, and infifted on an immediate nomination, and that if 
delayed, the King would fill the vacancy himfelf, In con- 
fequence of this admonition, Lord Derby infifted on his 
chaplain accepting the prefennjeat, and accordingly Mr. 
Wilfon v^'as, td ufe his own e^preflion, " forced into the 
Bilhoprick." He took poflefllon of his dignity in 1698, and 
was enthroned in the cathedral, in Peel-Caftle, April i itli. 
In 1698 he married Marj', daughter of Thomas Patten, cfq; 
of Warrington: by this excellent woman he had four chil- 
dren, Mary, Thomas, and Alice, who diedjiiauogi and

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Thomas, born Augoft 17G3, who was chaplain to George 
II. a prebendary of Wcftminfter, and r^KSfcorof St. Stephen's, 
Wallbrook. He died 1 5th of April, 1 784. 

Bifliop Wilfon, with theaffiftanceof Dr. Thomas Bray, 
founded parochial libraries througbovit 'his diocefes and in 
1 703, he obtained the Aft' of Settlement, of fo much con- 
fequenccto the peace of thfe iflandj and alfo the Ecclefiafti- 
cal Conftitutiohs were confirmed in full convocation, and 
ratified at a TinwaU court.* Lord Chancellor King: Vvas^fo 
much plcafed with thefo conftitutions, that he faid, "** If the 
^^ ancient difciplineof the phurch were loft, ix might be found 
^* in all Its purity in the Ifle of Mai>." r, -- : 

In 1705 Mrs. Wilfon died, - 

In 1707 he had the catechifm tranflated,«»<d printed in 
Manks and Blriglilh. - -.;:: 

-In 1711 he went to London to fettle fome bufinefs re- 
lative to the ifle, and waft taken great notice of byi Queen 
Anne, before whom he preached j§ flte offered' him an Eng- 
Jifh bifhoprick; "Whifh'he wav^, faying, • that, with ^e 
bleiTmg of God, he could do fome good in the little fpot 
that he then refided ofv; v^herea^ ^ he were removed into 
a larger fphere, he might be loft, and forget his duty to his 
fiock and to his God. Mp could not be induced to fit in 
the Houfe of Lords, though there is a detached feat for him' 
within the bar — faying, " That thp church fhould have no- 
^' thitig to do with the JIate j Cteift's kingdom is not of this 
" world;" The bifhop has at prefcnt no vate; bot if the 
ifland, as in cafe of treafon, fhould become forfeited to the 
crown, the bifhop, as holding his bafony from the King, 
would then have a vote as well as a feat, de/uojure.*

It is remarkable tha^t this worthy prelate was fcized by 
Governor Hora>.iMid iipprlfoned, with his two vicars-g^nc- 
ral, for two months, in Caftle-Hufhen, for cenfuring and 
refufmg to tako oiT the ceniure of certain per&n^ ; they were 
fined 90]. and on non-payment, thefe violent fteps were 
taken; but the King and council reverfed all the. proceed- 
ings of the officers of the iQ^nd; .declaring them opprefilve, 
arbitrary, and utyqft. 

In I739> in a letter to his fon, he fays, " I have been as 
** well as ever I can cxpedt to be at ttris age^ 76; I was 
** obliged the laft Sunday to preach at Peele, ride thither and 
^' back again on a flormy day; and yet, I thank God, I am 
" not the worfc for it," Pe?l is about eight miles from 
Bi(hop's-Co\»t. .. 

In 1740 there was a great fcarcity of corn in the Ifle of 
Man, and but for .the very great exertion? of the Bifliop and 
hisXon^ in getting a fupplyy and charitably diftributing large 
quantities, tbpuiands would probably have perifhed. 

In 1 74 1 Xi^ Bi(hop prints hi% " Ipftrucl;ion for th^ In- 
diaiW^ i ' ' 

In 1743 he wrote a letter pf.thanks to George II. on the 
pron^jption of bi^ fon to a prebend of Weftminftcr. 

.In 1744 was. another fcarce year of corn-^the bifliop 
bpMght and. fpid to the poor at a cheap rate. • 

Whf Dr, Walker and himfelf were prifoners in the caftle, 
^hey conCiBrt^d a plan to tranflate the Tcftament into R4anks, 
bu^ the bifhop liv^d tp f^ only the printing pf St. Matthew : 
it was completed by Bifliop Hildefley ^ad the clergy, affifted 
by the Soci^y fpr tl\e promotion of Chriftian Knowledge. 

The bifliop rode on harfeback until 1749. 

In 1751 hjB wrote a letter pf congratubtion to the new 
governor on his arrival. 

In 1753 he confecrated a new chapel at Ramfay; his fon 
preaching the fermon. He died in 1755. I|^ 
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In fumming wp tJie charaftcrof this tndy good man, every 
part of his life affords a difplay of the moft genuine charity 
and benevolence. He kept ail open table, arid his kitchen 
was crouded With the poor and needy, who were always 
kindly received. He never interfered in temporal or poli- 
tical concerns, unlels particularly called on by the inhabi- 
tants to ferve them. Qyeen Caroline was very defirous of 
keeping him in England, but he refufed. One day as he 
was coming to pay his duty to the Queen, when (he had 
feveral prelates with her — (he tufned round to her levee, and 
faid, '' See here, my Lords, is a Bi(hop who does not come 
" for a tranflation.' ' * No, indeed, and pleafe your Majefty,' 
faid our good Biihop, ' I will not leave my wife in my old 
* age becaufe (he is poor.* 

He was buried in Kirk-Michael church-yard; over him 
is a fquare marble tomb, with this modefl infcription, railed 
in with iron: "Sleeping in Jefus, here lieth the body of 
" Thomas Wilfon, D. D. Lord Bifhop of this Ifle, who died 
*' March 7, 1 755, aged 93, and in the 58th year of his con- 
" iecration." At the ends — ^" This monument was erefted 
" by his fon Thomas Wilfon, D-D. native of this pan(h, 
" who, in obedience to the exprefs commands of his father, 
** declines giving him the charadter he fo juflly deferved, 
*' Let this ifland fpeak the refl !'' 
During the confinement of the Bifhop in the dungeon of 
the Caftle, he loll the ufe of his fingers froni the feverities h« 
endured.

Cadinal Fleury wanted much to fee hini) and fent over 
on purpofe to enquire after his health, his age, and the date 
of his confecration ; as they were the two oldeft biflK^s, and 
he believed the pooreft in Europe ; at the fame time inviting 
him to l*Vance. The Bifhop fent the Cardinal an anfwer, 
which gave him fo high an opinion of him, that he obtained 
an- order that no French privateer (hould ravage the lile of 
Man. And that the French (till refpec^ a Mankfinan, fome 
recent in(lances confirm. 

The Biftiop one day gave a poor man, in rags, money to 
buy a coat at the enfumg fair; the man expended the cafh 
in (hong liquors, and continued in rags as before; when by 
accident the Bifhop feeing him, exprefled his furprize, and 
afked how it came he was ftill in that condition*— why, my 
Lord, aiifwered he, I have bought with the money a very 
warm lining; but I am in want of an outfide yet. 

The following anfwer of die Bi(hop, to a requeft from 
Lord Derby, will tend to fl\ew that his Lord(hip regulated 
his anions by principle, and does honour to his chanu^er. 
I copy it from his own writing, with which I was favoured 
by the Deemfter of the northern diftrifl* 

An action relating to* Hanco-hill eftate (Mi^. Ldce, plain- 
tiff, and the Truftees of the Academic School, defendants) 
having pafTed the courfe of the court of common law, Mr. 
Lace appealed from the judgment unto the Lord, on which 
the Lord. fends certain queries to the Governor and Council 
to be rcfolvedfc The Governor, Biftiop, and Council, how-^ 

ever. 
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ever, v^cte irujleesi an<i the BWiop, on being required by 
the Governor to^^fCiR in <^\inc\ly {according to cujiom) upon 
thefe queries, he gave his anfwer in writing, as follows : — 
« Mr. Deputy, I am of opinion that we, of my Lord's 
coutlcil, cannot regularly take upon us to anfwer thefe que- 
ries, for thefe reafons: — i/?. Becaufe we are all trultees, and 
coftfequendy parties in thiscaufe. 2d. Becaufe dur mod 
ancient artdVeceived laws do exprefsly provide, that when 
a^oubt.or queftion (hall arife, touching the fenfeof any fta- 
tute or cuftom, the two Decmfters and 24 Keys (hall ex- 
pound the fettie, which, as I am informed, has been already 
done, and in a judicial way with refpefl to the two fta- 
tiites mentioned in the firft of thefe queries. 3^, For that 
^ precedent of this kind may be of evil confequence, becaufe 
a majority of the council being generally ftrangers, and for 
fome time at leaft unacquainted with the laws and Cuftoms 
of this ifle; if the Lord (hould ground a judgment upon the 
anfwer of fuch a majority, he might unavoidably be led into 
an error in p6int of law or juftice. Lqfify; Becaufe that in 
this as well as in moft governments, fuch as are appointed 
to expound the laws, or to admjnifter juftice, are under an 
oath to do this faithfully. Now I do not underftand that 
we are under any fuch oath or charge; therefore it is nei- 
ther proper nor fafe for us to undertake it. ; 

" I pray that thefc reafons may be accepted, at leaft for my 
particular declining this, affair; they are fuch as oblige m« 
in point of confcienoe, and I hope will juftify me to our ho- 
nourable Lord; who, I do prefume, would not have put 
this caufe upon this iffue, had his honour been thoroughly* 
acquainted with the conftitution and laws of this govern-' 
inent.*^

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Bifhop Wilfon was Aicqceded by Dn Mark Hndeitqr, 
whofe various good qualities arefpoken of with efleem ^ the 
following are his fentiments on his fucceeding to the See 
of Man: 

<^ Although I know it is fometimes faid, that a peribn 
fucceeds with difadvantage to an office which has beea filled 
by a predeceflbr of remarkably eminent qualities, I mufl 
take leave to think the reverfe, as nearer the truths at leail 
with refpe£l to the inftance I am about to refer to, viz. My 
coming after the great and good Dr. Wilfon to this fee of 
Mans forafmuch as I find many excellent things done and 
eihibliflied'to my hands, m regard to the govermxieiit of the 
church, beiides the example, which by the traces he has left, 
his Lord(hip (Ull lives to (hew, and which I endeavour, as 
far as I am able, to follow, though I am fenfible it is, and 
mull be, non pajfthus aquis.** 

When Bilhop Hildefley was at Scarborough in 1764, the 
following lines were ftuck up in the Spa room, and were 
taken down by him; and after his death, found (in 1773} 
by his filler among his Scarborough bills, with this memo^ 
randum: that he preferved it only on furmife, that it was 
done by way of banter.

A Gentleman afked Mr. Burke what motto would be 
proper to prefix to a publication on the lile of Man ? 
to whom Mr. Burke jocofely replied from Pope, ' 

'\ The proper Study of Mankind, is Man" 

I (hall therefore, without farther introdudiion, refume my 
fubje£l. 

An old tradition traces this ifl^nd up to one Mananan 
Mac-Lir, a necromancer; who is charged with enveloping 
it in mifls, (o that no (Iranger could find it, until Saint 
Patrick broke his charms. 

This perfon, however, is fuppofed to have been the foa 
of an Iri(h Prince, Alladius, and was a great merchant, who, 
by enjoying an exclufive trade with this place and Ireland, 
might in that fenfe be &id to have covered it with piifts froni 
the reft of the world. 

The Norwegians, with the Weftern Iflands, conquered this 
alfo; and the kings fent to govern generally chofe the Iflc 
of Man for their refidence. In 1266 there was a foleipn 
agreement between Magnus ly th of Norway, and Alexander 
Illd of Scotland; by which this ifland^ ^n^oi^g ^t^e reft, was 
furrendered to the Scots for 4000 marlts, to be paid in four, 
years, 1000 marks yearly. Pu^-fuant tq wHich Alexander 
4rove out the King of Man, 1270, and united it t9 Scotland. 

Mvy> 
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Mary, Queen of Man, the laft of the Norwegian race, & 
Orriesy was driven out by the Scots 111,1 292 ; flie put her- 
felf under the proteflion of Edward L of England, who bai 
at that time conquered the greateft part of Scotland for 
Robert Bruce, who yvas then in the £p8;^(h camps and came 
with the King into England. Three years after this period, 
John Waldebafty, the hu(b,and <^f ^ary, preferred his chim 
to the ifland in the parliament at Weftminfter. But alJ the 
fatisfaftion he could obtain, was to be referred to Robert 
Bruce, who lived in England, and had the ifland in his 
pofleflion. ' 

Jn 13^2, and in 1426, fundry agreements were made re- 
fpefting it. In 1405, Henry IV. had given it to John Lord 
Stanley; but Scotland claiming, under the agreements men- 
tioned, tlieir title to the ifland, obliged the Iprds of JVIan to 
keep a conflant (landing army and garrifons, until the ceigD 
of Jam^s I. . 

Lord Cokp'.obffrves,.that though this ifland ,bp no parcel 
of the realm qf JEngland, yet it is part of the doipinions of 
its King, and therefore allegiance is referved in public oaths. 

The Lorcjs had the power qf giving the fir^^l aflent to all 
new laws ; the power of pardoning offenders, of changing 
the fp^epce or death into ba^ifhment, of appoij\ting and 
dirplacing th^ .civil, ecclefiaftical, and military qfliQers, with 
a right to all forfeitures for treafon, felony, ^c. 

From the tinxe the Scots firft conqyered the ifland, to 
the accelflop of .the Stanley family,, was 150 yw^, during 
w^ic{i period it was fiye tinges* conquered by thf 5<;qts and 
£ngiifli./ ' By tKefe revglutic^s the ancient t^aj goy,eroi3aeDit 
was lometitjies feld afide, -an4 a .military a^d ^rbijtraiy go- 
vernment iub^tuted> as fiTquently i^ .tlje c^c.^irficoa- 
diiered nations. ' .^ * .

Sir George Staunton noticed them in China.* I have

I had often conceived fome ufe might be 
made of this plant, and find by Mr. Pennant, that in the 
Ifle of Sky, it fupports the cattle in the earlier part of fpring, 
before the other grades are fuf&ciently grown; and that the 
poor fluff their pillows with the down, and make wicks of 
candles with it; but it becomes brittle when quite dry* 

The fcilla vernay or vernal fquill, is-a maritime plant found 
in the rocks : for plates of thefe two lad, I refer you to that ele- 
gant work, Sowerby's £ngli(h Botany. Having mentioned 
the plant, termed by the natives ouwy in my fourth letter, 1 
have now no farther remarks tamake on this fubjedl. 

The want of trees and hedges gives a barren afpetSl to the 
ifland; but it is not unpleafing from the undulation of its 
furface, and the fublimity of its mountains, of varied fhape, 
diihnces, and termination; whofe fides afford s^ frequ^at 
fpecimen of that adventitious beauty occafioned by floating 
clouds intercepting the fun-beams, and giving to the fields 
glowing and varied tints. ' But it could not have always 
been without trees, for by a ftatutc of 1570, a forefter is 
allowed to range the foreft for unfhom (heep, &c.*

In Italy, it 
it cauied great commotions; years dapfed befort the States 
could bring it to three*fartbings per pound, their preient 
duty. And in Ei^hmd it was firft impofed under the idea 
of its being only int^araryl An additional duty of 8L per 
ton on port wine is faid to be in contemplation, and that 
the ifland is to form a receptable for French prifoncrs and 
emigrants. 

Five rivers have harbours, viz. Ramfay, Laxey, Douglas, 
Caffletown, and Peek; on the north- fide three rivulets 
meet the fea at Ballure, Milltown, and Ballaugh; befirfes 
which are twenty -four others of a diminutive kind in the 
ifland. Thefe places, with the mines and mountains, iboold 
be vifited. 

A voyage round the ifland is feldom thought of as an 
amufement for {hungers ; but a fail round the Calf is ftrongff 
enjoined, but the weather even for this Ihould be very fclefi^ 
to render it adequate to expedation: I was content with a 
ramble through it. Aquatic excurfions of any l^gth defeat 
their purpofe from the uncertainty of time and weather, and 
prove diiiigreeaUe from the convulfive op^ations of £ea fick- 
neis: fo that, as Mr. Wyndham obferves,* parties generally 
c^qprefs . more pleafure at their return, than Mmc at the 
aSual commencement or in any part of its continuation. 

The excurfion to the Calf is generally made from Port 
Iron, from which it i& about three miles (vide Kick*Chrift

Round the Calf , you fee innumerable quantities of fea- 
birds, wild pigeons, &c* The quantity of herringi, &c. 
they annnually deftroy, are fuppofed to-be fome. hundred 
thoufand barrels* 

Mr. Townley fays, the wild or rocfc pigeons, found in the 
cliffs from Peele to the Calf, are fmaUer than the dove-<oat 
pigeons, and of a much darker colour, being almoft black. 
The legs and feet ar£ a beautiful red, beaks yellows they 
are fweet and high-flavoured. 

The mountain of Snaffield, and perhaps the Barrules, 
(hould be vifited. Sneeaylle^ or Snafieldf is - 580 yardf 
above the level of the fea, and ^ords^ of a ele»r day, ^ re» 
markable and ext^nfive profpeft of the c^^ of Efiglaiid', 
Ireland, Scotland, and Wales; as, from Allonbjr in Cutn- 
berland, to Pile of Foudre in Lancafhire, 45 miles.

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Arklow mountains in Ireland, to the northward of Bdfafl; 
is 105 nules. From Barnamore hill in Scotland, to the 
Criffit mountains, near Dumfries, 54 miles. And the coail 
of Wales, from Holyhead to Rudland, 45 miles. Did this 
mountain only prefent a complete view of the ifland, and its 
various mountains, it would be a peculiarly delightful and 
novel fpetflacle. Between Douglas and Kirk- Michael, you 
pafs a very romantic folitary dell of confiderable length* 

The ruins of Peel caftle, &c. will not fail to repay every 
expeftation formed of th^m; but " frowning turrets, mafly 
walls, and gloomy dungeons, make the imagination of a 
contemplative man wholly at variance yvith the beauty and 
ferenity of the fpot ; and he will think only of lieges, chains, 
torture, and death."* 

I (hall notice every thing worthy again, under their paro- 
chial heads. 

In going from Glenmoi to CafUetown, I loft Riy way; 
the profpefl was dreary, the road fwampy, and no track 
appeared* - 

*' Lo! qU. around 9 moll alarming gloom! 
" A fog ctf taonftrous fize, and footy creft, 
" Sate like a nightmare, fquat on Mona's breaft.**

What to do it was difficult to tell — at length the cottage

to fpeak Englifti, my application was unheard, but by figns 
I prevailed on him (pointing to my purfe) to be my guide; 
he put me, with fomc trouble, in the direft road; I preffcd 
a reward on him, but he refufed to accept any thing, leaving 
me to wonder at fuch unexpefted civility in the rudeft con- 
fines of a remote mountain. To crofs thefe mountains is 
but uncomfortable at bed, and if fogs (hould conie on, a 
ftranger muft lof^ his way inevitably. 

The mountains aboimd in fprings, but the water, though 
good, is not of a fuperior kind. Of fpirits, rum is generally 
drank, and whifky* is not fo fcarce as gin and brandy. 
Port wine is extremely good, and is fold from 12s. to. 15s. 
per dozen: a fingle bottle at the inns is charged 2s. j but if 
bought in quantities, may be had for lefs than thefe prices. 

Economy prevails in houfehold management, and the fe- 
male branches fpin, at leifure, flax; and thus produce excel- 
lent diaper, check, linen, ice. for family ufe. 

The fairs, which are not infefted with (harpers, (howmen, 
&c. as in Engliand, ferve to enliven the friendfliip of different 
parts; and the afTemblies, races, &c. that originate from 
them, afford an opportunity of a mutual aflbciation of the 
northern beaux and belles, with the fouthem.

As a fpedmen of Manks gallantry, I give you the follow-

But independent of the efFufions of ^^ youthful poets 
when the love," it is acknowledged that Charlotte and Julia 
R. both poflefs qualities that mud gratify the warmeft wifhes 
of parental affection. 

The natives of the lower claflcs are of a fwarthy com- 
plexion, ftout, with an jur of melancholy pervading their 
countenances; the men are indolent, but the women are 
g6Hve and lively; they wear no (lockings nor (hoes, except 
oa particular pccafions; tht mea wear 0iQ^ or iandals, 

yrhich 
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iivhich they call kerranes, made of untanned leather; dieir 
cottages ^e low turf buildings, thatched in an humble ftyle, 
and the thatch is bound down with a network of draw 
ropes interfeding each other. 

At the principal places are gentlemen in the various 
branches of the medical profeffioq, and women are now 
fenGble of the danger of having ignorant female attendants 
in midwifery ; who, poffefling no knowledge of the animal 
ccconomy, nor of the anatomical ftru6ture of the human 
frame, muft therefore be ill-qualified for a proper difchargc 
of this important and tender office. 

What Dr. Johnfon fays of the Erfe language may 
apply to the Manks— " It is the fpcech of a people who have 
*^ few thoughts to exprefs: it is not a written language, and 
'' whoever writes it, fpells according to his own perception 
" of the found." I have mentioned its origin in page 6i. 
The primeval Celtick branched into three grand divifions : 

1. Ancient Gaultjh^ from which no language is fully derived. 

2, Ancient BritiJI)^ from whence is defcended Welch, Armo- 
rican, and Cornifh. 3. Ancient Irijh^ from whence comes 
the modern Iri/h, the Erfe, or Highland Scots, and the 
Manks language.* 

From political ballads we may catch the fentiments that 
prevail. Sitting around the blazing hearth one evening with 
a number of Mankfmen, and rocking the cradle of an in- 
fent befide me, the toaft ancj fong went round, in one of 
■which I recolledt the following lines, alluding to the transfer 
of theifland — 

*' For the babes unborn, will rue the day, 

•' That the Ifle of Man was fold away; 

" For there's ne'er an old wife that loves a dram, 

" But what will lament ifor the Ifle of Man !"

As this letter i$ mifcellaneous, I (hall conclude it with 
telling you I was at the opening of the Manks parliament, 
at Caftletown. His Grace theDukeof Athol, as governor 
in cWef, &c. fat in ftate in pn^ qf the coqrtrrooms in Caftle- 
Ruihen. On onp fide, was the Lord Bilhop of Man; on 
the otheri the Liept.-Governor; beneath, the two deemfters 
in their robes, with other ftate pfficer^, (fee letter xii.) The 
Keys being defired to attend, fat round the tables and 
without the bar were the fpedators. 

His Grace prefaced the bufmefs, by expreffing theintereft 
he always felt in ^very thing that concerned the happinefs 
of the ifland, and that it was with much pleafure he now 
met them to announce his Majefty's goodnefs, in havbg 
granted him (with full power to ufe as he bed thought fit) a 
fum large enough to anfwer al] the great publick purpofes, 
neceflary to the fafetyand dignity of their government; fuch 
as, the eredlion of publick courts of judicature, forming 



* In London, previous to the late ftoppage of the diftiUeries, it 
was calculated that the confumption of gin and compounds was on 
an average annually about three millions of gallons.

After various heads of publick bufinefs were Spoken oivV 
his Grace, the members of the Keys retired to tfadr o«i 
houfe, and after fome debates, rgeded, I underflood, onea: 
fo amended in M9. I could not gain admiflion into ^ 
Houfe of Keys, fo that I was not gratified iirith any fped- 
men of Manks oratory, but the principal and naoft hxsd 
fpeaker was not prefent.-— Adieu ! 
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TN addition to what is (aid of the Houfe of Keys in thA 
A third letter, page 37, 1 now fend fome farther remarks, 
with ^eir i^amef , date of ek£tion> and refidence : fome ob- 
fervations on their laws, and the ceremony adopted in their 
promulgation; together with an account of the principal 
eflates in ^ch parifh. 

In 1450 a Houfe of Keys was defied by the people, but 
loon after they eleded themfelves, and they continue fo to 
do. From the decrees and judgments of the Governor, and 
the determination of the Keys, an appeal lies to his Majefty 
in council. Appeals may be had in caufes of fo low a ralue 
as five pounds. 

They were andently called Taxiaxe\ and Mn C. Vallan- 
cey, in a letter to Mr. More, of Douglas, (whofe politenefs 
I here acknowledge) remarks, that <^ in the Gaedhlic, 
taifce^ is a pledge or hoUagej and wfce^^ a trefpafs.' Query^ 
dierefbre, were they not obliged to offer themfelves as haf-* 
tages to the Lord, for the trefpafles committed by their clans, 
in the fame manner as iHtxDmfmt tagu of the ancient Irifli V* 

The Houfe of Keys appear to have been always jealous 
of their right* They have uniformly oppofed any thing 
that they conceived militated agaioft them in parliament. 

The 
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The people look up to them as the guardians of the 
property and rights $ and it does not appear that tiiey hii 
ever forfeited their confidence. One remarkable in(bnoe 
ihall beg leave to (hte to their honour. 

So uncertain was the ftate of property, that iti 1 643, frcs 
the fraud of a Deemfter, the people were prevailed on j 
furrendcr their eftates, under the idea that they held mere:; 
as tenants at will. The Deemfter and Lord's officers led D 
way, gave up their eftates, and accepted leafes for lives : 
their eftates of inheritance; the people followed their exam- 
ple. The Deemfter, however, obtained a reftoration of hi: 
eftate by an a3 of Tynwald, and tlie people found them- 
felves deceived. 

The Keys ftepped forward, aded with firainefs, and b 
1703 obtained the aS of fettlement, which did away tbe£ 
proceedings and reftored the violated tenures.

The above aft of fettlement pafled Febuary 4th, 1 703, 
which, with an z8l explanatory thereof prpmulged the 6th gi 
June, 1704, will be found at length in Mr. StoweB's new 
edition of the Statutes of the Ifle, 1797, 8vp. - 

The inhabitants eftecm thefea£tsas their MagncaChartdi^ 
as they form the bafis of the tenure of the lands and here- 
ditaments, and the true fecurity of the real eftates and pre- 
roifes within the ifle. 

Among the laws of the ifland we find the following, fomc 
of which are Angular. 

" No adion of arreft (hall be granted againft a landed 
man, or native within this ifle, to imprifon or hold him to 
bail, unlefs he lus obtained the governor's pafs, or that 
there is fome other juft caufe to believe he defigns to go off 
the ifland; and that any perfon profecuted for a foreign debt 
by an adion of arreft, fliall be held to bail only for his per« 
fanal appearance to fuch aftion, and for the'forth-coming 
of what effefls he hath within this ifland/' 
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** If any man die, the widow to have one Half of aiJ fij 
goods, and half the tenement in which (he lives during hi 
widowhood, if his firft wife; and one quarter, if the fecoa 
or third wife. The eldeft daughter inberiu, if Uicre be nc 
fon, though there be other children.'^ 

^' If a man get a maid with child, and then within a year 
or two after doth marry her, fuch child is judged to be 1^ 
timate by our laws/' 

'< Perfons beating another violehtly, befide f>unifhincri 
and charges of cure, are fined los. But if the pexfon b 
beat ufed upbraiding and provoking language (b as to caui^ 
fuch beating, they are to be fined 13s* ^d. and to be im- 
prifoned," 

An ancient ordinance fays, *' Ttiere ought to be Certi 
pertaining to a man, as if his father have a pani, the fon to 
have it$ or elfe his beft jack and fallet^ bow and arrows, 
(commuted by flat, of 1748* for the modem weapons of 
war) his heR board, and befl flooh his coulter and racken* 
tree; his beft cup, if it be wood and bound' with filver and 
gik; his befl cheft. For a woman, the beft wheel and cards, 
rackentree; a fack, or elfe a Manks fpade; the hcfi bead of 
jet or amber; the beft broach ^ the befl crofs; the befl pot 
or pan." ' 

" If any man take a wom»i (Temporal cuflom. laws, 
1577) byconftraintjorforceheragainflherwillj; if fhebea 
wife he mufl fuffer the law foi* her : if fhe be a maid or finglc

Wives have a power to make their wUl« (though tbm 
hufbaods.be living) of one half of all the goods; except in 
the €ix Northern parilhes, where the wife, if 0)e has had 
children, can only di4)ofe of a third part of the living goods. 
'Fradition (ays^.the Soutlvfide ladies obtained this fuperior 
privilege, by afliftii^ their huibands in a day of battle. 

Executors of fpiritual men have a right to the year's pro- 
fits, if ifcey live till after twelve o'clock on Eafter-day. 

They rctaia the u£ige (ohferved by the Saxons befoie the 
conqueft) that the Bilhq), or fome prhsft appoii^ed by him, 
do always fit in their great court along with the govonor, 
till fentence of death (if any) is to be pronounced; the 
Deemfterafldi^ the jury jinftead of guilty or not guilty--* 
Vodjir charreefoie ? which is, " May the man of the chan* 
eel, or he that minifters at the altar, continue to fit?'' 

Mortgages muft be recorded wkhin fix mouthy; and by 
the laws of the ifland, all mortgagees aire empowered, at the 
expiration of fi)^ years, from the date of their m(»lgage> to 
take pofTefiion of the lands granted in mortgage, and retaila 
the lame until jhftmortjS^Js.paid.^^ JfelWg the Uod& 
yearly by publick auaiQn,^and crediting the mor^ger with 
the rent. Notwithflanding. which the moitgager has a rij^ 
sttany tiine to pay oflf the mortgage within 21 years. 

In 1594, among other arricles to be cnqirfred of at thcf 
^en next confiftory court, were the following;— 
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*' That the Queen's Majefty's injunSions are to be rc:\ 
in their churches. 

" That they enquire of and prefent if there be zny h 
this ifle that do ufe witchcraft or forcery. 

<^ Alfo, all fuch as carry bells or banners before the dead. 
or pray Upon the graves of the dead." 

Their criminal code of laws do not provide agsdnfl: manj 
offences committed in the prefent times; but I doubt na 
but the Houfe of Keys will foon " extend to the publick, 
thofe blellings which (hall anfe from improved laws, admi- 
niftcred with purity, under a corre£t and energctick iyftemcf 
police, and applicable to the prefent ftate of fociety." 

The annual mode of promulgating the laws, is at tht 
Tynwald hill. This mount is fuppofed to be a Daniih 
barrow, Tmg fignifies a court of judice; and wald^ 
fenced. The fpot where the parliament met in Ireland 
bore the fame name.* And at Caftletown, the Govemofj 
Council, Deemfters, and Keys, when ailembled, confiitutez 
Tynwald Court. 

The following is a recent account of the forms obferved 
at the Tynwald hill. 

'' Agreeable to ancient cuftom, every parifli fent four 
horfemen, properly accoutred 5 and the captain of every pa- 
^rifli prefided over thofe of his own diftrid. About eleven 
0*clock the cavalcade arrived at St. John's, where the Duke 
of Athol was received by the clergy and keys, and faJuted 
■ I ■ ' "

The fen- 
cibles were drawn up in two lines, from the chapel door to 
the Tynwald hill; and the proceflion paffed betwixt the two 
lines, in the following order:

3. The Vicars General.

e. The Clerk of the RoHsi 

9. The twenty- four Keys, two and two. 
io. The Captains of the different parifhes. 

As foon as his Grace had afcended the hill, he was feated, 
under the canopy, in his chair of ftate. The Deemfters then 
proceed in the cuftomary bufinefs of the day: — but for this, 
and the CH'der of the court,- we prefent the following |xtra£l 
from the artcient ftatute relating to this bufinefs: — ^' 

" This is the conftitution of old time how the Lord 
•' fhould be governed On the' Tynwald day: firft he is to 
^^ come thither in his royal array, as a King ought to do, 
<^ by the prerogatives and royalties of the land of Man, and 
" upon the Tynwald hill fit in a chair covered with a royal 
'^ doth and cushions, and bis vifage to the eaft, and his 
*^ fword before him, holden with the point upwards, his ba- 
^^ rons in the third degree fitting befide him^ and his bene- 
^^ ficed men and deenifters before him, and his clerks^ 
^' knights, efquires, and yeomen <about him, ^nd the wor- 
^* thieft of the land to be called in before the deemfters, if 

L "the 
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^ the lord will a(k any thing of them, suid to hear the go- 
^^ vemment of the land and the lord's will, and the cocn- 
<* mons to (hind without the circle of the hill with three 
^^ clerks in their furpliceS) and the deemfters fhall call in the 
'^ coroner of Glanfaba, and he (hall call in all the coroners 
*^ of Man, and their rods in their hands, and their weapons 
*^ upon them, either fword or ax, and the moars of ever} 
^* (heading; then the chief coroner, that is, the coroner 01 
^^ Glanfalpa, (hall make a fence upon pain of life and limb, 
<^ that no man (hall make any difturbance, or ftir, in the 
** time of Tynwald, or any murmur or rifing in the King's 
^' prefence, upon pain of hanging and drawing: and all the 
** the barons, worthieft men ^nd commons, to make iaith 
*^ and fealty to the lord; and then to proceed in whatfoever 
" matters are there to do in felony and treafon, or other 
^^ matters that touch the governance of the land." 

The new laws were read in Engli(h, and afterwards in 
Manks: and, after all the bufinefs on the hill was gone 
through, three cheers were ^ven, to thb lord lieute- 
nant and governor IN CHIEF. His Grace then de- 
fcended from the hill, and the prooeffion moved bade again 
to the chapel, in the fame regular order. After the neceffary 
bufine£i was finifhcd in the chapel, fuchas figning the laws, 
Bee. his Grace was conducted to his coach, and returned 
to his feat. 

I'he feveral eftates above-mentioned, of governor, council, 
deemflers, and keys, have power of making ordinances, 
which have the efFeft of laws without the royal aflent, and 
this is a privilege peculiar to this illand; a circumftance moil 
probably arifing from (ituation, as many fudden emeigencies 
might require a difpatch which could not await the obtaining 
the royal a(rcnt.

Small as thefe fees are, yet I am informed a principal at- 
torney gets about 300I. per annum. The fpirit of litigation 
is too prevailing, foflered by tliis circumfiance and by the 
promptitude of decifion.

By an a6l of Tynwald, pafied in 1796, perfons drcula- 
ting feditious books, or fpeaking feditiouilyy are fuljeded to 
a penalty not exceedii^ iool» and one year's imprifoament. 
To be tried by a jury of fix men before the deemfter ; fub- 
jc£t to imprifonment on the deemfter's warrant, until bond 
be given for the fum, and for appearance to ftand trial. 

This ifland has 6ver been very loyal; in the time of the 
Lord Protestor Cromwell, the ifland under Lrord Derby 
fubfcribed two fumsi of 500!. eadi towards the royal caufe; 
this fum mud at that period have amounted to nearly half 
the f[)ecie in circulation. And in the recent fubfcriptions 
they have (hewn their attachment to the Britifh government 
by doing as much as their abilities would permit. 

The Houfe of Keys fubfcribed 175I. as a voluntary ^ft 
on the late occafion, witli the following obfervations* 

" House of Key s^ March 13, 1798. 

*' The Keys of the Ifle of Man, the conflitutional repre- 
fentatives of the people, warmly attached to their Sovereign, 
and the conftitution of Great-Britain, offer this their mite 
in aid of their Caufe : and they feelingly regret, that in tender- 
ing fo fmall a fum, there is fo great a difproportion between 
their wi(hes and their abilities, having no publick funds at 
their difpofal, and being prevented from raifing any, in con- 
fequence of an influence equally unjuft and impolitic, which 
unfortunately for their couhtry they are unable to remove." 

Of this influence, though well known in the ifland ; from 
delicacy, as a ftranger, 1 forbear to ftate or comment on.

Whifib i^i^n ifiA Horthtiid?, bounded moftly by the fea, by 
Lbnan, and (^e^ayre.- The town of Ramfay is in this pa- 
riih; the land bdng biSy axid 4ry, is awkward for tillage, 
and not well adapted for pafture. It makes lefs butter and 
cheefe than any otltef* pari(h, cbniidering its extent, which 
I fuppofe is fixteen miles round. 

In 1 79 1) the inhabitants petitioned for a new pier and 
quay, &c. at X!^omah-B.ay in this pariih; their petition 
dates, that " agficulture and the herring fifliery, being the 
only fupport of the parifh, a fafe harbour is therefore a mofl 
defirable objef^s the want of which prevents them from at- 
tending the fi(hery, and carrying lime-ilones from Caflle- 
tbwn ; (this pari(h being moft diftant from lime-flones, their 
only manure, of any in the ifland) witli /A jf advantage they 
ipight;— that the natural harbour of Cornah has eighteen 
feet water at fpring-tides, &c. but is at prefent fo choaked 
up, that it .is extremely hazardous to the farmers or fifher-

ther, &c. as thei^are feveral boats that pay iis. pe^ annum 
in the parifli." 

The road from Ramfay to the churchy about three miles^ 
is extremely pleaiant, commanding a fine fea-view> valley, 
and mountains. 

The celebrated earth-bathing Do3or Graham once re- 
tired hither, and on the top of an adjacent hill exercifed on 
himfeif monkiih aufterity. 

In 1 79 1 the German Empiricks, Goergflenner and 
Schedet, vifked the iiland, but their ftay was (hort. 

The religious focicty of St. 'Bees was poflefled of fome 
valuable property in this parifli, and a Anall futn is now paid 
annually to St. Bees' fchoolj on which account the pariih 
claims a right of fending two boys thither, gratis. 

There is a fmMl portion of :Iand in this parifh the pro- 
perty of John Chriftian.Curwen, eiq> &id to be a barony; 
confifting of a fmall tenement,' called RalUEllin, or Bali'^ 
jfllin^ computed to behalf a quarterlandj which, with the 
remainder thereof, confifting of a parcel of heathy land, and 
hough or (h^nd, is rated in the parifh accounts to one' 
quarterland. The quit- rent is faid to. have been raifedfome 
years ago from 2cs. Manks, to 20s. Britifli, and is payable 
to Mr. C. Curwen, but he holds no court there. 

Of the fmall diftriS, called Staff- Land, the quit-rents or 
clues go to his Grace the Duke of Athol's impropriator, or

What can 
be expeded to iffue from the prefent miferable huts, but 
^< k^olence, dqeflion, difeafc^ and inddi€a^^ which are theii; 
infeparabie attendants." I cannot prevail pa tnyfelf to 
mention circumflanoes, which, here and in England^ have 
fallen under my notice^ on the latter head particularly.

In converfetioh with- Mr. Sinfth, of Monckton-Combe 
near Bath, in'i 79?,- dfi'thi^ fubjeft^ heobferved, that though 
thofc foiTil trees. nughLnoLgieatfiaJst^-^Qtwhichlbey now 
occupy^ yet recourG^ n.eed not-be h;|(J to any extraordinary 
ddugQj or„rcv:Qlmff>n.pf n^tivrc^to have phcjcd tbepi thus, 
for from a recent^acboant ^f a-bog in Ireland^ we may juftly 
conclude that tliCy were brought thither by the bog itfelf, 
v/hich, by the &vWe€ fi>ccified by Mn Whitehurft, originally 
accumulated on higher ground* to an' infupportable mafs, 
and by its own gravity broke down 2nd fw'ept away fuch 
trees, buildings, and other things as ftoo^ in the w?y^ co-

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vering ihe plou^rf Iaftds^^v?hich Mft Wrdefcrtbesi the 
watery part having run ofF^ the bog fubfidcd, and fonncd the 
peat ground 'which now furrounds them. 

After ally there is ftill fbmething myfterious about thefc 
bogs and their contents, confidering all ^rircumftances and 
every combination under which they appear, and there feems 
room for ftill farther conjectures, and perhaps more fatis- 
fadory conclufions X)n the fubjeft. '^ 
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H bounded by the fea, Jurby , Lezayre, and Kirk Michael, 
and a fmall portion of l^i-addoq.

It has a publick brewery, and feveral hat manufadorles,

. Marie being fcarce, lime for manure is made from the 
pebbles on the (hore. It has two corn mills. Flax is grown 
in fmall quantities ; and I obferve here and in Jurby, rye, 
and that fort of barley called Beare.* 

Its population has increafed above 200 in number, from 
the return made in 1726 to the laft in 1792, which then 
was 10 1 5 fouls.

For a rural retired fcene, the GDI,* and Qarmiddle efbte, 
may be explored; the little fpoc of Carlene m31, with its 
IvirKiing rivulet and circular recefs, was (hewn me t^ the 
agreeable Mrs. L — 11 — n, and the lively Mifs G* — Thus 
accompanied, " meditation here might think down hours to 
momentt." 

The church dedicated to St. Mary is 79 feet long, and 
19 broad, covered, as moft arc> with flate, of which there 
is plenty on the ifland.

other objed but to feek a more hoipitable (bore, and un- 
known, wander amongft its rocks; that the artifices of her 
relations had (ecluded her from the world, fer the fake of 
her property, and had brought hef to ii lunatic afylum in 
town, from whence (he juft then had efcaped, and wander- 
ing over fields and roads, had at length followed tlie one, 
which had brought her to that place.

I blufh to fay I was rifibly indined, on hearing thefe pofi- 
tions^ but 1 checked myfelf, and difcovered more force in 
them than the apparently confufed %le feemed to indicate;

In addition to what has been noticed in pge 1 14, 'iee 
alfo Dr. Knox's Winter Evenings, vol. L for an Eflayon 
Bifliop Wilfon and his writings. Dr. Knox condemnathe 
Biihpp*s zeal for ecclefiaflical difciplioe as inteniper^ei and 
of a feverity rather wonderful in a man of his exmpl^fy 
benevolence. 

Offenders of all conditions in his time, who did uQt 
fubmit to church cenfures, were imprifoned or excommu- 
nicated, &c. I have already mentioned that at prefent fpi- 
ritual authority is exercifed with lenity and judgment; 
though the obliging offenders to convicft or acquit themfelves 
on their own oath, where there is no other evidence, is 
ftill praaifed. 

Mr. Townley tells us that he found " outfide the church- - 
yard a venerable flone, difplaying, in the rude chifTel work, 
the figure of fonie mighty Danifli chief in complete fleel. 
I inilantly (fays he) refcued the warrior from his ignomini* 
ous concealment, bringing him to a fafe place, where I could 
eafily on my return take him into my carriage^ and convey 
him to more refpecStable quarters. It bad received fome 
little injury. The figure is in complete armour, with a 
helmet on, and a tremendous broad-fword, fufpended by ftraps 

from 
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from zJluddidhAt^ to make him invulnerable at all points : 
his arms uplifted, with the fingers griped in a folenm, fop- 
plicating pofture." 

A ftone crofs in the church -yard has this infcriptioa —

* In the loth and nth centuries, the Runick gave way to the 
Roman charaf^erj but is faid to be ftill retained among the moun- 
taineers of one province of Sweden.

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This crofs .is ornamented with varioos devices ; the in 
fcriptions are in a mixture of the Teutonic and Celtic Ian- 
guages.

In the prefbyterj of Lochmabra, in Scodand^ is a pan/h 
of a fimilaT/name, for an ingenious account of which> by 
Rev. Dr. Burgefs, the miniftcr, fee Sindsfir's Statiffical ac- 
count of Scotland, voL L 8vo. 1791. 

That this ifland was once the feat of learning, we know 
from the drcumftance of the early Princes of Scotland fend- 
ing hither their fons for education; and the concurrent tef- 
timony of the Saxon, Scots, and Irifh writers, fiiew that it 
was at that period famous for wife and virtuous prelates. 
Its monks were learned, and in the eady lift of bifhops we 
notice natives', but in the biographical annals, I rocGikd 
no particularly eminent Mankfmen that have flourifhed: 
nor has traditionary reports left any fudi on my memory; 
but to the honour of this parifh, it may be mentioned, that 
it gave birth to Dr. Thomas Wilfon. 

James Earl of Derby mentions, in a difcourfe to his ion, 
H grand defign he intended to have executed here, that of 
eftablifhing a Univerfity, but it has not been efFeded.

This parifli includes many important dbje<fts, as.' Peel 
town and the Caftle, St. John's Chapel, the ancient Mount 
of Tynwald, the ruins of St. German*s catbcdrai, &c. It 
is bounded by Patrick, Marown, Kirk Michael, and thefea/ 

Beary is a low mountain, under Greba^ in this parifli, 
Oppofite Peel is a flatc quarry .under the hill^ called the 
Horfc. It has quarries of grit and rag ftone, a flax-mill, 
five cotn-mills, a tuck-mill, a bleaching ground, and a 
beating engine, for calendering, &c. ercded about feven 
years fince by Mr, Crane, of Ballahawin, and is the only 
one in the ifland. It is contiguous to St. John's. A river, 
after a courfe of nine miles, and receiving another ftream 
about St, John's, falls into the lea at Peel. 

A peculiar white marl is dug here, in which the flceletons 
of elk's or feghsy have been occafionally difcovered.* T'he 



» The fcgh is now loft in Briuin, and in Europe, but it is fubfirting in 
the Moofe of America; it was often hunted in the fcrcfts of Devon. 
Branching horns of a moft enormous fize have been found in Devonfhire,

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horns meafure nine feet from tip to tip; and from the other 
bones, conjefhire is warranted to fuppofe.the ori^nal ani- 
mal muft have been feventeen feet high. One of thefc 
horns was politely fhewn mc by the Rev, Mr. Corlett. It 
if remarkable, thefe bones have been found both in Ireland 
and here, and refpe^tively in a bed of white marl.

In Kirk German church-prd, are interred eight perfons 
between 72 and 80; fix between 8b and 87; andtwo*of 
97 years of age. . 

The church, in which the fervice is alternately performed 
in Manks and Englifti, is dedicated to St. Peter; is in the 
form of a crofs, withTfide galferies for the pUblickfcholars, iand 
a deep one over the weft wing. Its length is 27 yards^the 
crofs ^9 yards two feet; Before 1766, or thereabouts, EnglKh* 
fervice was'pcrforttifed only once a month. It Is fituated in. 
Peel town, and is neatly pewed, with carpeting within the 
communion: i^ils. One of the ancient IbW arches irt thie 
church wasTemOvfed'for theprefent gaflery-. There are two* 
infcriptions m the chancel, one to Capt.Syl.RadclifFe, of 
Knockaloe,*buried Dec. 30, 1731, aged 7S; and the other 
to Eliz. Parr, alias Qualtraugh, wife to Capt. Csfefar Parr, 
buried Feb. 20, 1766, aged 29. — A fmall ancient font. 

Infcription in the church : John Leece, of Ballaleece, died 
at Knockaloe in Kirk Patrick, July 5th, 1784, aged 27.

The cuAom-houfe eftablifhment at Peel confifts of two 
riding officers, one of whoin colle£ls the duties; boatmen, 
tidefmen, &c. 

Peel has two publick breweries, a free grammar- fchool, a 
matliem^tical fchool, an Englifh cbarity*fchooI, and one 
capital red-herring houfe. It has five fairs. May ift, and 
18th; July Sth; Nov. ifti and i8thv at St. John's, one 
March 28th, and July 26th, held at Peel crofs in the town. 

Peel is a pleafant fmall town, (formerly called Holm) 
with a fafe quay. The ruins of the caftle are extenfive, and 
are feparated from the towji by a narrow channel, which 
you crofs in a boat in a few minutes; but the way acrofs 
theifthmus, or caufeway, round by .the mHl, is long and 
difagreeable. On the top of the horfe hill' is a noble and 
fijblime view* Its furface, when I vifitcd it (in July) juA 
previous to the herring fiflicry, was for acres covered with 
the wido-fpread nets of the fiihermen, in order to prepare 
them for the enfuing fcafon^ 

The Harbour 

Is in a very neglected Aate; a pier, >ivhich was built before 
1765, is intirely carried away, and none but very fmall vcfleis 
can now come in* From its.fituation, if this harbour were 
repaired, it might be of infinite fenrice to the ifland and the 
Britifti trade.

Elinor Cobham, Dutchefs of QlouccAer, -was perpetually 
baniihed in 19 Henry VI. anno 1440. Before this, Thomas 
Earl of Warwick was imprifoned here by Richard II. 
:. In the Exdiequer book for 1583, the Court is mentioned 
to have been held at Holene town, near PeeL 

In 1648^ a fort was begun to be: built near the town ot 
feel) oppofite ^caftle, by the advice of Sir Arth. AfhtonY 
to ftop any relief that might be brought by boats, in cafe 
the caAle fhould either rebel or be befieged. 

*^ Peel caftle (fays Grofe, Antiq. £ng. voL iv.) ftands on 
a finall rocky ifland about 100 yards north of the town. 
The channel, which divides it from the main land^ at high 
water is very deep; btit when the tide is out, is fcarcely mid- 
leg deep, being only feparated by a little rivulet which runs 
fibm Kirk German mountains.

Henry Byron, a man of great prudence and feverity, who 
was Lieut.- Governor in 1428, regulated many puWick 
abufes in the ftatey.and convened the peopje at the Tynwald 
in 1429, when the bw for ending controverfies by prowefs 
was, among other matters, aboliihed by tiniverfal confent. 
Whether he had dbfcrved dilcontents in tlie manner of 
electing their reprcfentatj^es, or thought it for the honour 
and intcreft of his Lord to have the ancient lcgiflati\re power 
reftored^ we know not; but it appears that he called An- 
other alTembly the next year, and ordered fix men to bccho- 
fcn out of every ffieadmg, by the wliole body of the people, 
out of whom he ele^fted four j the fix (headings are therefore 
reprefented by twenty-four perfons denominated Keys.^

A fpa was difcovered at Ballabrooi, but becaufe of the 
inconvenience arifing from the relbn of company, it was 
blocked up. 

The parifh church is mod pleafantly furrounded by 
trees, about two miles from the town, by the road-fide lead- 
ing to Peel, which, as well as Caftletown, is about ten miles 
from Douglas. The roads are good; on the latter mile- 
ilones are placed, the only road fo adorned. 

The vicarage^bpufe 'was originally dofe by the church ; 
but on account of fome dSfputes, an ad of Tynwald pailed, 
about 1742, which exchanged it for the ground on which 
the prefent houfe is ere£led, about three-qiiuters of a mile 
from the churcl^. It has two fmall fields, ^ebe land, near 
it; but feveral acres were purchafed and annexed by Bifiiop 
Wilfon, which pay a quit-rent and ptHcr fcryices to the lord. 

The church was rebuilt in 1773, it hasaiquare tower and 
two. fm'all bells j tlhcy baptize and bury in St. George's 
djapel, and alfo marry by fpecial licence.

In puffuing thefe parochial (ketches, the reader will doubt- 
lefs have obferved that he has met with no publick afyhims 
for diftrefs of any kind; the poor have no houfe to /belter 
them in age; the fick have no hofpitais; the poor married 
woman no tender nurfes and dodors gratis, to relieve the 
pains of nature's trying moments; nor has the unfortunate 
fingle woman the cup of falvation and comfort hdd out to 
her When loft oi* 'betrayed by unguarded condud: yet I am 
h^ppy to obferve that at Douglas and at Ramfay, Aerc are 
clubs for mutual benefit.* . The former, which was efta- 
bliftied in 1790, had, in 1798, a clear capital of more than 
220I. The females have no fociety of this kind.

To thofe who are in the bo^ts, the fea appears a liquid fire^- 
caufed fron^.darknefs,,or the effoft of night upon the brilliant:

St. Patrick, is fifty-fix feet long, and fifteen broad. The 

Rev, WiDiam Gdl was vicar fifty years, and was fucceede4 

by his fon, Samuel Geil, on wliofe removal to Kirk Lonan, 

in 1759, the Rev, Thomas Quayle fircceeded, who dying in 

J 798, the Rev. JohnCannd, the prefent vicar, was inftitutcd. 

The parochial fchool is in th^ village above-mentioned. 

A fmali mountain, fituated fouth of Sliaucoure in Lonan, 

is called kam-ljole In tills diftrift. 

This coaft, in its creeks and bays, produces a great va- 
riety of marine plaits ; and the marine mofles are tinged 
with tlie moft beautiful (hades of red, green^ brown, and 
yellow; fome few are ofabluifli caft, but thofe with the 
various- ftiadings of red are the moft numerous. 

The eminences in this parifli dlfplay the ocean to advan- 
tage j the EngUlh coaft, on a clear day. Is fcen In almoft every 
part of tbeifland; the eye delighted roves over the vaft 
oqjanfe of water, admires it, under all Its flUftuatlons, and 
obfcrves,

Among the firft objefts that attra^ft in a new place, are the 
church and church-yard. Let us here take a contemplative 
range for a few moments, and mufe with fynripathetic feel- 
ing^ 
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ing over the induMcring afhes of thofe who,' though once 
alive to the fwecteft emotions of tlie mind, sue now paft that 
fiste we now enjoy. 

' ''Together down they fink in focial love, 
'' Together freed their gentle fpirits fly 
^'> To fcenes Where love and blifs immortal reign. 

Seven perfons are recorded between the ages of 72 and 
83; and three perfons between 90 and 99 years of age. 

A rude carving of a warrior, with fome Runick charac- 
ters, faid to be on the higheft ftep, efcaped my notice. 

In this church- yard is a tomb to the memory of '' Alice 
Bufk, wife of Wadfworth Bufk, efq; attorney-general of 
the ifle: on the nth of June, 1776, in the 38th year of 
her age her valuable life was fuddenly loft by a fatal and 
deplorable accident ; to the heart rending grief of one, whofe 
happinefs lies buried here^ whofe health, whofe eafe, whole 
comfort was her care; whofe inclinations, ere his lips had 
uttered them, (he caught even from his eye, and regarded 
as a law; whom to the laft flie honoured with her love, and 
having bleft him while (he lived, bleft higi alfo with her 
expiring breath. On his diftradled mind, the virtues Oie 
poiTefTed have too deeply (lamped the remembrance of her 
untimely death; though fubmitted to by herfelf, in the mod 
calamitous circumftances, with a degree of fortitude and 
Te(ignation, which chriftianity only could infpire, and which 
reflected a luftre on her fex, her chara(Eler, and her religion. '^ 

On another tomb is the following infcription: " Captain 
Wm. Harriman, buried Feb. 19, 1760, aged 32."

This parilh, from its vicinity to Douglas, is very pleafant, 
afFording, from its higher ground, charming fea- views and 
landfcapes, and the veflels coming into or going out of the 
bay, are feen very prettily around it. 

From the number of publick-houfes mentioned in pagp 
129, it will be obvious that every village and parifh is pro- 
vided in that refpeA, and the little huts, thus privileged, 
have modly a fmall empty barrel outiide the door to indicate 
their nature; if you venture in, the chance is, that you will 
be gratified with excellent wine, plenty of rum, and im- 
proveable ale; — and herrings and potatoes of courfe. The 
people are civil, and you may travel at all hours with the 
greateft fecurity; theyfalute you with, Goodmorn^ or good 
e^en^ good *Vw, whenever you meet them. 

The people of this parifli, I noticed, as very orderly and 
decent on the Sunday. 

Dr. Knox, I think, remarks, that *' Religion is the higheft 
accompliihment and perfedion of human nature, and that 
steal for it, when properly directed, muft be acceptable 
to God." 

The progrefs of the Methodlfts in this ifland has been 
no lefs rapid than in other countries. 

In this» and moft other parifhes, there is a place of worfhip : 
here I heard an Englifli fermon delivered with an animated 
elocution \ and one in Manks, by a native, no lefs fervent 
and devout. No other denominations of diiTenters exift in 
the ifland. 

The word Methodift was firft given to ancient phyficiansi 
who pra£lifed by regular rules, in oppofition to the prac- 
tice 
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tjce of quackery; but it it now applicul to tojr My of 
Chriftians^ who profefs a more duo ordtnary seal for the 
falvation of mankind.* 

Their progrefs here was owing to Mu Lovrjr^ a native, 
who prevailed on Mr, Crook firil to vifvt it in 1 775. Mr. 
Crook^ preached to num^ous audiences, and after tome 
violent oppoCaion from twhul^t fpirit^, eAabliihed many 
focieties. Mn Weftley vif^ted it in 1777, and waa well re- 
ceived^ Preachers fprung up, who preached in Mapks and 
Englilh, and all oppofition g^ually died :jway, Mn Weft- 
loy remarked^ '^ th^t they had no fuch circuit, either ia 
England, Scotbndi or Ireland; it is, £ud he, (hul up frgm 
the world. There are no difputers> no diffenters of any 
kind. The gpvemor, hifliop^ ^k^gy> qppofe qqu They 
did for a fealbn, bitf they g^ew better accjuainted with us/' 

At prefent (1798) ihere are in the mpthodift focieties of 
the iil^nd 27CO perfons ; three traveBing preachers ^x^' 
Manks preachers, and^t(^n ine^tin^jrhp^fesl 

In f 797, William Sav^, a quak^r of Philad^pbi?, with 
Mr. Farrel, and George Binns, of I/iverppol, apd Mr. 
Fofter, of Warrington, viftted and prgached in the ifland, 
^d were treated with attentiap and refpeft. The two for- 
mer had be^n through Europe to e:^4mine thQ ftate Qf tbc 
religion of Jefus Chrift. They remarked that at Berlin, 
and her^ they perceived mor^ apparent marks of religion 
than at moft other places. 

Mr. Crpok vifited the .iAgnd again in 1798. This <iJf- 
trift U now annexed to the Whitehaven circuit, and is re- 
gularly vififed.

It contains two groups of cotuges termed villages, Agnes^, 
at th^ north, foot of Snailjeld \ and Laxey on the g^eat road 
between Douglas and Rani(ay. 

It has two principal rivers, one o^ which, called Glhon- 
gawn, rifes near the mountain Onus, and enters tjie lea at 
Garwich; the other, Laxey river, rifes from the foot of 
Snaffield, and falls into the ocean at the village of Laxey. 

Here are two fine fprings, St. Patrick's on the weft end 
of Ivhargey-graue; and Lord Henry's on the beach fouth 
of Laxey. The mountains are, Mallaghouyr, famous for 
turf. Onus, Slieulbean, and part of SnaiHeld*

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The lead-miiies are about one mile and a half (torn 
Laxeyi the ore is fo rich as to yidd 150 ounces of fiher 
in a ton. A bridge of four arches crofles Laxey river, at 
Ae foot of the village. 

It is a remarkable parifli for bleaching; hemp and flax 
are grown in feme quantities. 

The credis are, Garwicfa^ Laxcy^ and the promontory 
of Clay-head. There is an oyfler-bank extending from 
Laxey bay, to about two miles from Mau^old head, in 
eighteen feet water, about two miles broad» and one and a 
half from the (hore. An engraved plan of Laxey harbour is 
given in the Comoiiflioners' Report. 

It appears (by a reprefentation in 1791} ** that the har- 
bour of Laxey is the only oixe in the ifland that lies conveni- 
ent, with an eafterly wind^ for vefTels bound to the weftwardi 
and that its natural fituation mi^t be made commodious, 
at a fmall expence, for vefTels of a large draught of water ; 
that there is a red-herring houfe, and twenty large boats 
belonging to Laxey; that it might eafily be made a place 
for (helter; and that the lead-mines worked and carried on 
at Laxey, demand an improved (late of tlie harbour foe 
carrying them on with advantage. They therefore propofc 
to build a pier, &c. and require the attention of government 
to an obje<a of fuch great publick utility." 
^ The bay is about two miles acrofs, but not fufficicntly 
(heltered from the eaA winds, which do great damage in 
winter. It produces all kinds of flat fi(h, and ufed to be 
famotis for fpawn herrings, but they have left it. It is 
a fine bay for trawling with the large feines; and when 
the tide is out, the inhabitants fifh with long lines laid on 
the fand, baited with fand-eels ; the larger fort of thefe arc 
here found,' with red gurnet, white and rock cod, &c.

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The mountains aflfard eaEcdlent (hooting^ and abound mUx 
groufe^ golden plovers, &c* 

In plate 3, is reprefented a fmall circular range of ftones^ 
probably Druidical, on the road-fide near Laxey; in the 
centre was a ktftvaen^ or a ftone fepukhral cheft. Its fcite is 
rather elevated, and the whole is buta few yards in diameter* 

X,axey is a groupe of about thirty cottages, in a deep 
glen, opening into a fine bay on one fide, and furrounded by 
deep and lonely mountains^ Snaffidd is three miles from 
it. It has a herring-houfe dghty feet by twenty-eight, be* 
lon^ng to Mr. Wattleworth, of Ramfay, at ptefent unem- 
ployed} s^lfo a flax'^mill, a tucking-mill, and 3 corn-mills. 

Treafure-trove was, before the a<a of 1765, in the Duke 
of Athol's family, but fince that time has been daimed by 
the crown, as appears by an order of a Court of Exchequer 
of theifland in 1786, whereby a treafurc-troye of 237 pieces 
of filver coin, found in this parifh, was, upon information 
filed by the Attorney-General, adjudged by the court to 
bdong to his Majefiy. On a former occafion, fubfequent 
alfo to 1765, a treafure-trove, confiding of andent coins, 
was demanded firom the Dnkt's fenefchalj by the receiver- 
general. 

About a mile north of Laxey, under the rocks, is an un- 
explored cavern. Laxey Gill is a pleafing walk in dry wea- 
ther, winding up the romantick river, whofe fides are adorned 
by countlefs yards of bleaching cloth, and at intervals groupes 
of females tread the cloth in the ftreaih, and fit round 
cauldrons boiling the doth with kdp; the cloth covers a 
great fpace, and is kept down on the furface by larg? pebbles ; 
they bleach tolerably white, but for peculiar purpofes they 
fend it to Ireland to be bleached. About one mile and a 
half up this woody glen, you come to the new level, work- 
ing in purfuit of a vein of lead. Having taken an extra

In Lorifan 
church-yards are nine perfons between 71 and 79 j wad two 
of the age of 83 and 84. Tht Brew and Clague families

The vicarage-houfo is near the church, the glebe is be- 
tween twenty and thirty acres.

The old churoh is about two miles and a half frotft thd 
new one. The walls remain, the chancel is id^tii%, but iri 
a rude ftate; an elder^tree flonriflies within the V9^)s,' and 
forms a wafrm afylam for the feathered tendinis of the air* 
One ancient Daniih monument, on a cro^ fiands near the 
church, and a large one in the church-yard^ with its end 
Wedged into a groove of a lai!ge flat flonff* The kifcriptions 
here ace fe^. 

St. 
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St^ Lomanus, to whom the church is de<Ucated, by tradi- 
tion fucceeded St. Maughold. He was the fon of Tygrida, 
one of the three holy fitters of St. Patrick, and thought to 
be the firft biihop of Trim in Ireland. The new church- 
yard has a tomb for Mrs. Cath. Gell, alias Cofnahan, wife of 
the Rev» Samiid Gell, who died Jan, 17th, 1789, aged 68,

. IN this pariih, which I think as {deafant as any in the 
ifland, are comprehended the Calf of Man,Breda-head, Pore- 
iron, Spanilh-head, Portle Mary, Flefwick, &c. with Creg-. 
naifh, a litde village. It is bounded by Arbory, Patrick, 
and the fea. The mountains are Breda, Slieunycranane, 
and Mul<e« Onthe firft and lad are evident traces of the 
Druids, and a large tumulus near the church. In (hort, by a 
minute infpedtion, a variety of objeSs, filently fpeaking an-, 
tiquity, are obferyable. 

At Port Erin, Earn, or Iron, from its being oppofite to 
Jrelapdy is a beautifid natural harbour; a pier at a fmall 
expence would render it extremely commodious, and givQ 
twcnty-five feet water. 

. Herealfo.i^ a fine fpriqg, with the heft water I met widi, 
called St. Catherine's well, worth the attention of the inha- 
bitants, 
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bitams, who, at a fmall expence, might poiliUy fecure it 
froTxi the fands which now envelope it. » 

Trinity well, near the church, evinces that good fpiings 
are to be found here. A plan of Port- iron and bay, is in 
the Commiffioners' Report. 

The lead-mines of Breda are about one mile and a half 
from hence ; they were clofed the day I was at Port-iron, lb 
that I could not vifit them. The ore is broi^ht in boats to 
' Port-iron river, where there is a conveniency for cleanfitfg 
it; it is then conveyed by land to the finelting-houfe, neai^ 
Port le Mary, at Bunroor. 

Port le Mary is a natural harbour at the back of Caftle- 
town, and at a fmall expence it might be rendered com- 
modious. 

Two large ftones are obfervable near Port le.Mary, and 
the ruins of an old chapeL 

PooUvafli bay has a fine quarry of a fort of black marble 
ftone; the fleps leading to St. l^ul's, London^are paved 
with this ftone, fent by BiAiop Wilfon. 

From Capetown to Port-iron is about five miles, paffing 
the church of K. C. Ruihen ; Port-iron confifts of a pleafant 
bay, with a few neat houfes around its banks; Breda- head 
form^ one fide of it, whence boats are generally taken for 
the Calf of Man, from whici^ it is about three miles; you 
pay about 1 5d. an oar, as the firong tides at the found . re« 
quire four hands ; the (hore to it is bold and fteep, but 
where there is the kaft herbage Jheep are vifible, ftandii^ 
perpendicular almofi over your head, near the fliore. The 
ufual rock-birds alfo catch attention^ and indicate what you 
may expe£l on the Calf. A few partings in thefe rocks fup* 
ply (late in fmall quantities. The Calf is about five miks 
round; (heep, and fome of the Laughton kind, (fee letters iv« 
and xi.) abound, but no part of it is in tillage^ fern, heath, 

and 
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and iboft bMsagC) viriegate ks furface. On the ^wft fide of 
the Calf the rocks are AupoodottSy and ^ quantity of biidc 
etUed muirsy &c« incre^Ue ^ whether fitting on the rocks vith 
tfaetf yooog, floating on tlie furfiice of the fea, or filling the 
intermediate air, they give vivacity to the (bene; and their 
SffSl voices^ (^ vvhich carol aioud, and in one chorus join/'

SpanilhrHed promootory, and CafUetown, are vifiUe 
from hence* Kitterland Ifland, or Rock, you pafs in your 
vayt The Calf has two Uttle untenanted cots, and the ruins 
of two mores a (lone- wall runs .through it, and a conve* 
nience for (headng the fheep (about 500) is on the fide of 
eneof the great cfaafins, whkh runs up fome way. Rab- 
bits are by no means fo plenty as formerly, as the rats de- 
flraythemt 

They have a tradition of a perfixi who fled and lived as 
an hermit, Jri the Calf, and ftitt fpeak of his pendent bed, 
oo$i% &c.^ this Was a Mr. Thon^as Bufhel, who iays> 
*' The embrions of my mines proving abortive, by the hl\ 
9nd death of Lord Cbaocdior Bacon, in James's reign, 
were the mottvts* which perfiiaded my penfive retireuients to 
9 thi-ee years, folitnde, in the defolate iQe called the Calf of 
Man, where, in obedience to my dead Lord's pl^oibpbica) 
ndvice, I oefcdvod to make % per&d experiment upon my- 
fetf, far the obtairaog of a bng and heahhy life, moft necef- 
fary fcr fa(k .a .tepeiatafKe ;as my former ddbauchedne& 
required, by a parfimonious dkt of herbs, oil, ravifhrd, and

The Calf is ieparated from the iOand l^ anarroiw rocky 
channd, which ha$ a heavy fweU^ it is the Duke of Athol's 
property; three pointed pillars are vrorthy of notice^ as one

But to return : the ftranger (hould vifit Fairyrhill, an4 
the fields adjacent, where King Ivar fought a battle. 

Ry£ is but little grown here, nor is there any marl; but 
they are a little more induftrious than on the nonh-fide, in

Ficars. Rev. Mr» C^ayle, Mr. Creblnn, Mr. Chriftian ; 
and in 1782, the Rev. Jdin Clegg, tlxe prefcnt vicar. The 
l^hurch was built in j/ys^and the chancel fince that period; 
it is light, large, neat, and pleafant within, 78 feet long, by 
21 feet broad, and is dedicated to the Holy Trinity. 

The vicarage-houfe was rebuilt in 1715. Biftiop Wilfon' 
gave 2I. towards it, and in 1 734, 2I. towards the fchpoUioufe. 

A copper mine has lately been difcovered in this neighs- 
bourhood. 

The beautifoUktle bay of Port-iron, it is generally albwcd, 
ftirniflies the firft famples, in point of Excellency, of all the 
clioice kinds of fifli frequenting thefe ftiores; the herrings 
^aken here are fuperior to all others in flavour and plumpnefs. 
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Fairy-hill is a noble barrow^ which, tradition reports, was 
raifed to perpetuate the memory of Reginald king of Man, 
who, on this fpot, was killed in (ingle combat by Ivar. 

Sacheverell mentions a pool in this parifli of fo vitriolicl: 
a quality, that poultry avoid it; this probably proceeds from 
the particles of copper which (fays he) aredifcovered on the 
fides of its mountains. 

Ballagawn has the ruins of an (Ad chapel on it, in ^hich 
is an excellent fpring. 

In looking around the *^ frail memorials," which fo plen- 
tifully (lore the burial-places of the ifland, I obferve many 
of the perfons to have perifhed by fea. Among others in 
this church-yard, is James Cottier, fon of Thomas and 
Ann Cottier, of the Roweny, who perifliedby fea,0£t 20, 
1789, and was buried Nov. 14th. 

In Chrift-Ruflien church-yard are buried twenty perfons 
between 70 and 79; and eleven between 80 and 88 years 
of age. 

As the fifliery promifes to hold out a new fource of com* 
merce and riches, by the converfion of fifh and its reftife 
into foap, and may thus afTet^ the interefts of this ifland, I 
(hall make no apology for quoting part of the late examina- 
tion of Sir John Dalrymple, bart. before the Committee of 
the Houfe of Commons, on this difcovery, Mr. Ryder in 
the chair.*

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AVi?A^ ARBORY. 

THIS is a finall and plea&nt parhh, bounded oh the wed 
by Ruflicn, on the eaft by Malcw, on the north by Patrick, 
and on the fouth by tl)e Tea. The road from Dot^las to 
Port-iron leads through its centre* It is two ixtiles from 
Cdftletown, about four miles and half from Port te Mary, 
and Port-iron. 

Colby village m this parifh is fituatcd weft of the thtirch. 
The friary was buHt on land given by King Gocfred ; the 
ruins of a Roman chapel are in a garden near the vil^Iage. 
Pool-Vafh, aiid itsquatry of black marble are wtU known; 
—other common ftone-^quarries s^und. 

The rivulets are not worth particular mention. There 
are one com and four fiax-miUs. , 

The name of this parHh is fbppofed to havts Originated 
from its once having abounded in tfecs. On this> fobje^ 
n friend remarked, fmiling, that the natives cookl hare either 
no idea of the beauty of tlie Pfalmift's fimile of a gctad man, 
compared to a tree planted by river i of waiter^ bringing forth 
fruHs^ &c. as they were ftrangcrs to trees, rh?ers,aiwl fmtsj 
or that it might be to them probably a fubiiTYye mufge, as 
allufions of tod renriote ofojeSs of a fiipefior naCQi%aFe often 
more ftriking than thofe we aite fanaiUaor widu

The vicarage-houfe beitigin nrira^ Bilhop Wilfot^fub- 
fcribed-and coUe£bed enough to biaild a new one. ^ I fop- 
plied,'' 
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plied," faid the Bifliop, " the vacant vicarage for one year, 
and applied the income towards building a new vicarage - 
Iioufe; with this and what I begged, and 2I. los. I gave 
myfelf, and the ailidance of the pariOi, we have ere£led one 
of the bed houfes iu the diocefe." 

In thea(5l, 1757, for the removal and rebuilding this 
church, the old one is Aated to be in a ruinous condition, 
and too fmall for the congregation, who were, for tbefe rea- 
fons, and alfo to avoid the indecency and nuifance of having 
funerals and interments in the body of the church, defirous 
of leave for taking it down, and removing it to the north- 
fide cff the former, Within the precinfls of the church-yard. 
This was granted, and no perfon allowed in future to be 
buried in the body* of the church; it is 72 feet long, and 
2 1 feet broad, and is dedicJated to St. Columbus. 

In the chancel is a handfome marble monument to Rich. 
Ambrofe Stevenfon, of Balladoole, who died Feb. 27, 1773, 
aged 30, erefted by his wife Margery Stevenfon. 

On the chancel walls are fome old gilt letters, and a Aone 
tablet, on which arc engraved the donations given towards 
rebuilding the church in 1758. On the timber of the old 
church, that parted it from the chancel, was the name of 
Thomas RadclifF, abbot of Rufhen. 

The rcgiftcr commences in 1670. Sir* John Crellinji 
vicar. Rev. Thomas Parr. ♦ * * *, Rev. Mr. Moore. 
Rev. Mr. Quayle. Rev. John Moore, whom the prefent 
vicar, thft Rev. John Cfiriftian, fucceeded in 1792. 

This parifh is a pleafant diftance from CaiUetown, with' 
a variety of agreeable obje&s^ on the fouth^fide. The fpirit 
of conviviality which i&'Occafionally kept up by Grangers, 
and the friendfhip of the neighbouring families, fhew that

Parochial bounds, by a circular letter from tlie BiQiop, in 
1790, are enjoined to be perambulated on Holy Thurfday, 
according to ancient cuftom. 

In Arbory, church-yard arc buried eighteen perfons be- 
tween 71 and 79, (of which four are 78} and feven above 
80 years of age.

KIRK ST. ANN, or S ANTON. 

This fmalJ parifli is bounded by Malew, Braddon, Ma- 
rowny and the fea. It has one corn-mill, a folling^mi}!, and 
a hat' manufactory. It Is four miles firom CaiUetown, and 
fix from Douglas. 

At Newtown is a pillar eredled by Sir Wadfworth Bu/k, 
late attorney-general of theifland, in honour of the King's 
recovery in 1 7S9. It likewife fervcs for a fea*mark« It has 
a bridge or two over fmall ftrearos, which, with ftveral others, 
are kept in repair by virtue of an z6t pafied in 17399 impofing 
a poll-tax of one penny per head yearly, for a certain period, 
for repairing all old ruinous bridges, and alfo St. John's cha- 
pel} and then to build a new bridge over the river Sutby, in 
Kirk Chriil Lezayre parifh; another over the great river in 
the pari(h of Kirk German, between St« John's and Pee)} 
a third between Kirk Malew and Kirk St. Ann^on the road 
between CaiUetown and Douglass a fourth between Ramfay 
and Kirk Bride and Kirk Andrews; and a fifth over that 
river near PeeI-»town, between Kirk German and Kirk Pa^ 
trick. Tbefe are the principal bridges in the ifland. 

The creek of Greenock is very pretty, and there is art- 
other called Saltrick, which is a pleafant walk from the 
cliurch> the rocks here are grand. 

Some Druidical remains are noticeable here, particularly 
a circular raiiige of (lones on a mount, with others at a (horn.

In Santon church-yard, which h^s but few infcriptions, 
arc the following inftances of longevity ; which may ferve as 
a good teftimonial of th^falubrity of the air, and the tem- 
perance of its inhabitants: ages 75, 76, 77, and four of 
79; alfo 80, 81, 82, 88, 90, no. 

The vicarage-houfe was built in 1722, to which Bifliop 
Wilfon gave 5I.; and in 1725, thediurch Aeeple was built) 
to which he alfo contributed. 

The donations to the poor are about 20I. principal. 

Former Vicars. Sir John Cofnaghan, 38 years, who was 
buried under the great jione in the church-yard, June 24, 
1 656. Sir Hugh Cofnaghan, 23 years, died in 1 690. Rev. 
John, his fon, vicar 34 years; whpfe fon fucceeded as curate 
in 1 724. Rev. Paul Crebbin, in 1 732. In 1 764, Rev. Mr. 
Cubbon. In 1 7 69, the prefent vicar. Rev. Charles Crebbin. 

An old flone, with fome chara6ters fimilar to Roman 
capitals thereon, was dug up in the church-yard, at a very 
great depth, and is preferved by the vicar. 

In the church-yard is a ftone to the memory of Daniel 
Tear, who died Dec. 9, 1787, aged no.

THIS is the feventecnth, and laft parifh whkh I have 
to notice. . 

A fpirit for topographical enquiries has lately been pre- 
valent, and every year produces new acceffions to this de- 
partment of literature; thefe refearches have been fan^Stioned 
with a confiderable (b^re of publick approbation, which 
evinces, in fome degree^ their utility. 

Diffident as I feel in this attempt, to folicit the publick 
eye, (for the reader will not recoUeft my name to any pre- 
vious publication) I venture to anticipate a candour, which 
will not totally filence the jejune and obtruding mufe. 

In juftice to myfelf, 1 beg to remark, that I fet out in 
1797, without the fmalleft preparation for, or intention of, 
producing the prefcnt volume. Yet as I conftantly kept a 
diary of each day's obfervation, it occurred to me that an 
arrangement of it for tlie prefs might be confidered as not 
altogether an ufelefs addition to the (lock of local know- 
ledge; and I do not confider it as an unfortuitous circum- 
ftance, that the fpot under difcuffion is among thofe hitherto 
leait known. It has been my endeavour to inform the 
reader by a ftatement of fadts, without aiming at embel- 
liihment of ftile ; arid it will be my pride and ^ileafure, if 
the talk fliould be fo performed as to prove a fource for 
rational amufemeht arid iritereftltig information: — With this 
favourable impreflidn, I therefore proceed to fpeak of 

KII^K MALEW. 

It is bounded by Arbory on the weft, Patrick on the 
north-weft, Marown on the north»eaft, and on the eaft, by 
Santon and .the fea- It comprehends Caftletown, the me- 
tiopolis of the ifland ; the village of Ballafalla, Derby-haven, 
Ivongnefs-point, &c. 

In 
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In this parifti afe feveral publick breweries, five parn and 
three flax-mills. 

One river runs through Balla(alla, and another on the 
boundary of St. Ann. The mountain of South-Barrule- 
ixioar is principally in this pari(h. 

The average of baptifms for ten years paft are,' yearly, 
about 100; of marriages about 30 j and burials 40. The 
church is about a mile from the town, i^-go feet longj with 
a wing 24 feet long and 18 broad* 

Former Vicars. Rev. Mr. Woods, Mr. Quayle, Mr. 
Gill, Mr. Gelling, Mr. Clucas, and in 1783, the Rev. Mr. 
Harrifon, the prefent vicar. 

The donations to the poor are about 15I. per annum, 
befides frequent colIevSlions. 

Its lime-ftone forms a large article of trade to other parts 
of the ifland. It has a very extenfive turf-bog termed 
Rouanaa. The foil is various ; namely, gravel, loani) and 
clay, but no marl. 

A refpeSable writer on the fpot lately gave, in the Manks 
Mercury, the following account of the recent progrefs. of 
agriculture, ' . 

*♦ How averfe foever the landholders of this iflanti may 
be, in general, to make any efforts of improvement in agri- 
culture, there (lill are fome few, who have departed from 
the common courfe. Mr. Bacon firft exhibited, oa his 
eftate of Newtown, the verdure of May in the depths of 
winter, by excellent crops .erf turnips. Sir George Moore, 
of Ballamoore, alfo, for many years, followed the fame 
courfe of tillage for winter food. Mr. Oates, of Oatland, 
raifes coniiderable crops of turnips for fattening cattle. Mr. 
Senhoufe Wilfon, on his late purchafe, has alfo made con* 
fiderable advances in the turnip tillage. Mr. Quayle, of 
tho Creggains, affords the befl example of a compleat farm

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carried on upon the fyflem of the beft-cultivated counties in 
England, efpecially in turnips and other winter green food: 
9XiA his Grace the Duke of Athd, in his late purchafe, has 
hcgun with great fuccefs that cultivation, as may be feen 
from the wonderful degree of fatnefs, to which his cittJe, 
fed on turnips^ have arrived i the crops moft fuitaUe to fol-

4th yeary'-ij'eafe^ which are both a dcanfing'and ifnpro- 
ving crop. 

5th year,-— Barley. 

" After this crop, plough the bnd and drrfs for tum^ 
and potatoes ag^n. The fame mode of preparation c^the 
foil which is laid down for turnips, will equally anfwer for 
{)otat<^es in the drill) with this exception, that if the land be 
foul, it cannot be expelled to be made equally clean of 
weeds, and as fine in the month of April, when the potatoes 
ihould b^ planted, as it might in the middle of June, when 
the turnips are 10 be fown." 

For the information of the Manks reader, it may not be 
inhproper to mention, that the Bath Society, in their lift of 
:premiutos of 1^98, recommend the ufe of the double|furrow- 
plough, in its improved ftate, as the bed for expediting and 
faving of kbour and expenoe, and for performing the work 
better than any yet conftruded. It turns two acres in a day, 
with three horfes, or four oxen, without a driver. 

In the road frotn Malew to Kirk Chrift RuQien, are two 
high pillars of ftonc, cqifed the Giant's quoit ftones.

This is the pM^ 4at^ of any 
tomb in the ifland. 

Enfigns of the Stanley family are cut in wood, underneath 
the gallery, with the arms of the ifland.

Jofhua Lewis, «nfign in^e 58th regiment of foot, died 
Sept. 7, 1784, aged 17, eldeft fon of Lieut.-Coloftci George 
Lewis, who commanded the royal artillery at Gibraltar, in 
1782, diftinguifhed for tns many iimiabie qualities. 

On white marble: ** Dorothy, the beloved wife of Capt. 
Taubman, of the Nunnery, and daughter of the late John 
Cbriflian j efq; of Unerigg-haH, in Cumberland, who died 
at Briftol Hotwells, January 5, 1784, aged 27, Then fol- 
lows an epitaph, the fame as that written by the Rev. Mr. 
Mafon, for his wife in Briftol cathedral,

airmy. He died tnoft penitently and moft courageou/Iy, 
prayed eamefUy, made an excellent fpeech, and next day 
nvas buried in die chancel of Kirk Makw/' 

CASTLETOWN 

Is an airy pleafant town, tta miles from Douglas, fixteen 
from Peel, and twenty-fix from Ramfay; it is fmaller than 
Douglas, containing about 500 houfes, but more fpacious 
and regular. The town is divided by a fmall creek, which 
opens into a rocky and dangerous bay. The diffiouhy of 
entering its harbour, in fome degree, injures its commerce. 
A confiderable quantity of grain is annually exported 
hence, and a variety of merchandize imported; but rum, 
wine, fugar, tobacco, &c. are admifliHe only into the port 
of Douglas, from whence other towns are fupplied. In 
the centre is Caflle-Rufhen, which overlooks the coun- 
try for many miles ; it was built in 960 by Guttred, a prince 
of the Danifh line, who is buried in it It ilands on a rock, 
and before the introduction of artillery, muft have been im- 
pregnable. Tts figure is irregular, faidto refemble Elfinore; 
a ftone glacis furrounds it. It ftill braves the injuries of 
rime, and is a majefiick and formidable objeft. The early 
kings ufed to refide here, in barbarous pomp. The lady of 
James the feventh Earl of Berhy, (after his deccijlation for 
his attachment to royalty in the civil wars) fought, in Caflle- 
Rufhen, an afylum with her children^ but when the re- 
publican army, under Colonels £irch and Duckenfield, 
with (ten armed velTek, invaded this ifland, this fortrefs 
wasXurrendered at their firflfummons. Her gallant defence 
of Latham-houfe was remembered; and though her pride 
was hurt, her captivity was fpftenqU by the generofityand 
refpefl: of the officere. Apartments in it are now occupied 
by the Liout-Goveinor, 

It 
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It is not exa(3Iy known when the caftle was built, as the 
Countels of Derby, wlio was confined here, carried, after- 
vrards, away the records of die ifle therein depofited^ fooie 
fuppofe to Copenhagen, where they were confumed by the 
late fire, others to fome part of Norway, &c. 

A ground plan of this formidable cafUe is engraved in 
jplate 3d. 

It appeared in evidence, m 1791, that CafUe^Ruthen 
was in a dilapidated ilate, and ^^ that the meetings of the le- 
^Hlature are held in places ill-fuited to the dignity of the^ 
fun£^ions; the keys ailemble in a mean iinall building; the 
courts of chancery and common^law are held in an indif- 
ferent department in Ca(Ue-£.u(hen. The place in the caille 
ufed as a goal has but one apartment to receive all perfons 
committed for debt, or any offence lefs than capital; this is 
fma]l, dark, without any divifionSy and altogether unfit for 
its purpofe. The dungeons in the interior ward of the 
caftle, appropriated for the reception of perfons convi£led of 
or charged with capital crimes, arc ftill more wretched, -and 
improper for the reception of any offender. The gaoler 
has a falaryof i2l. per ann. certainly too little." 

The Houfe of Keys has a publick library over it, but it 
is blocked up, and the books of moil value MeQcd ioT tte 
ufe of th# academy. A draw-bridge, and flone bridge, cro& 
the river at CafHetown. Formerly there was ahandfomc 
piazza in the mark|t-place, with a crofs* in the middle; 
at the old chapel, at the upper end, was buried Ra)mold, fbn 
of Olave, king of Man in 1249, ^i^^ ^^ brother Magnus, 
and fome others. 

♦ The original intentton of ere6Hng crofTes, whether in church- 
yards or in publick roads, was to remind people of the meritorious 
crofs and pafllon of our bleffed Saviour Jefus Chriflj and of the 
duty incumbent on them 'to pray for the fouls "of their * departed 
bretliren. Hift. of Someriet, vol. i. p. 124, 4to. 
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On the i6th of July 1698, Bifliop Wilfon hid the foun- 
dation of a new chapel at Ca(Uetown, vrhich was built and 
paid for out of the ccclcfiaftical revenues. .'* The Lord 
grant (fays he) that it may, when it is finifhed, continue a 
houfe of prayer to all ages." 

In 1 710 the library of Caftletown was finiffied, the greater 
part of the cxpence of which, amounting to 83J. 5s. 6d. was 
filbfcribed by the Bifhop. Subfcription 14I. 6s. 3d. 

•* April 1 1, 1 701, (fays Biihop Wilfon) I confccrated the 
chapd at Caftletown, the lord of the ifle bring prefent, who 
defired me to give orders touching the feats, &c." 

When Bifliop Wilfon, in 1722, fufpended Archdeacon 
Horrobin, he authorifed the Rev. Mr. Rofs, academical pro- 
feflbr, to officiate in his ftead until further orders; in con- 
fequence of the Governor's condud, a few weeks after, the 
following letter wa^ addrefled to him from the BUhop: 

" To the Hon. the Governor of this Islcy 

** Having juft now had an account from the Rev. Mr. 
Rofs, whom I appointed to officiate in Caftletown chapd 
during the archdeacon's fufpenfion, that the doors of the 
faid chapel are ftiut up, and that you have refufed to deliver 
him the keys, whereby the people arc deprived of the pub- 
lick worftiip of God, and the chapel of that town, which 
has ever been fubjccled to me and my predeceflbrs, is en- 
deavoured to be made independent;^ do therefore again 
complain againft your faid aft, as a frefti inftance of your 
intrenching on the cpifcopal authority, and which (if not 
fpeedily remedied) may open a gap for a much greater and 
more pernicious innovation. At a Tinwald court, 22d of 
June, 1722." 

This neat and elegant chapel terminates a wide parade; 
the pulpit has a fattin damafk cloth of crimfon qolour. The

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chapel is 8 1 feet by 24* The ^'indows, notwithihnding an 
apparent uniformity, will be perceived, on a defer inipe£Uon, 
to be deeper on one fide than on the othcin The monu- 
ments are to the memory of Governor Horton, Governoa: 
Wood, Mr. Tyldefley, Mr. Quayle, and Mr. Callow, tte 
latter of which is infcribed as under, on a neat marble ; 

*' Daniel Callow, efq; H. K. who, in difcouragii^ dr- 
cumftanCes, chearfiilly accepted a commiflion to attend the 
fouiinefs of his country in the South of England, where he 
died, zealoufly ^engaged in the duty of that appointment, 
June 18, 1790, aged 39. Asa grateful teftimony of their 
rcfpeft for his virtues, publick fpirit, and feryiccs, the Houfe 
of Keys, with others his countrymen and friends, havccaufed 
tliis monument to be erefled.'* 

Capetown is the refidence of John Lace, efq; the deem- 
fter for the foutlierrt diftrift. [See pagfes 40, 163.] John 
F. Crellin, efq; decmfter for the northern diftrka, fefides at 
Orrifdale. The former I had not the honour of knowing; 
but of the hofpitality and politenefs of both Mr. and Mrs.^ 
Crellin, every ftranger, who vifits that part of, the ifland, 
miiil bear the moft grateful and pleafing teftimony. 

Its general clean appearance, its fociety, the military, the 
vicinity, the pleafant walks to Reynoldfway, Scarlet, Stack,* 
&c.; together with its contiguity to Douglas, Port le Mary,, 
Port-iron, &c. all confpire to render Caftletown a very 
agreeable place. It has a n>afket on Saturdays, and a fair 
in July, but has no'regular butcher's ihops*^ The harbour of, 
Derby- haven is a natural one of great capabilities. It has a 
colledlor, comptroller, riding-officer, fearcher. Sec.

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The free>(chooI comprifes two ol^edls, the acailemkk 
infKtution, and the grammar-ichool, fttt for daffica] educa- 
tion. The Rev. T. Caftlcy, who fucceeded Dr. Kippax as 
chaplain, is the preTent mafler. [See p. 104, 105* J 

The Rev. Jofeph Stowell lias alfo an academy for claffical 
learning, at the Bowling-green, near Capetown, in a plea- 
iant fituation. 

The frce-fchool was formerly a chapel dedicated to St. 
Mary, 'which was confecrated in 1250. This inflitution 
was eftaWifhed by Bifhop' Barrow, to fupj^ the church-. 
They recdve inftroAions under an academickprofeflbr, who 
muft be Mw A. from one of the Univerfities, for whom a 
decent fdary is allowed, and provision for three or four Au- 
dents of the eftablifliment.* At Douglas, alfo, there is a 
benefaction for the education of two candidates for the mi- 
niftryj fothat the ifland affords a flifficieAt fhare of fchools 
for teaching the clafficks, theology, and the arts and fciences. 

Longnefs-point is at the extremity of a peninfula, which 
b fomfe miles round, and contains fomc good herbage. To 
tliis peninfula St. Michael's ifland is joined by a high brcaft- 
work of about 100 yards in length.- This fpot contains 
the remains of a circular fort, built by one of the Earis of 
Derby, the date 1667 over the door; it has a walk round 
on the top, barracks, &c. the walls are eight feet thick. It is 
a pleafant walk of about two miles from the town, at the 
entrance of Derby-haven, which is ftrbngly prote6ledby 
cannon, and by a courageous and well-difciplined fet of 
troops, as well as the inhabitants. 

On this ifland is alfo the remains of an old chapel, in 
which is a foJitary b€ad-ftone> in.memory of Henry Pearfon,

A iime-ftpnc quarry is clofe to the village. Its cotton 
maaufadory is at prefent .i^ncmployed, but. fome experi- 
ncients are making, in order to fpin twine for the fifliing 
nets >' and from the progrefs already made, I hope it may 
foon be fet at work again. 

This village is well wooded, and a fpirit of planting pre- 
vails in the upper end of it, about Deemfter Moore's, and 
Mr.. De la Prime's, which are handfome houfes. 

The abbey of St. Mary, of Rulhen, was founded in 1098, 
by Mac-manis; this eftabliftiment confifted of an abbot and 
twelve monks of the Ciftertian order. From rigid aufter;ty, 
they degenerated at length to pride and luxury; a third of 
the tithes of Man were added to their revenue, and their 
temporal dignity increafed; an abbot became a baron, held 
courts, could (belter a criminal from' the fentence. of the 
lord's court, and try him by his own vafTals. 

It was fubje£l to the abbey at Fumefe. 

In 1 192, the monks removed to DufF-glafs, or Douglas, 
where they continued four years, and then returned to 
Rulhen, and flouriflied fome time after they were fupprefled 



in England. 



la 
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In 1257, Richard, bifhop of the ifles, confecrated the 
abbey church of St. Mary Ruflien, though it was begurk 1 50 
years before, and in that time had been the repofitory of 
many of their kings. It was liberally endowed and richly 
decorated* 

In 1 3 16, it was plundered by Richard de MandeviUe, 
who, with a numerous train of Irifh, landed at Raynoidf- 
way, defeated the Manks under Wariield, or Earrule, and 
ravaged the country. Near the monaftery is a tomb of an 
abbot, with the infignia of temporal and fpiritual authority. 
Abbey bridge is in a romantick fpot, and is much noticed 
on account of its antiquity. 

The monks of Rufhen abbey wrote the three fifft fheets 
of the account of Man, publi(hed by Mr. Camden; but 
all other of their works have proved as mortal as their 
monafleries. 

The number of compiitcd quarterland^, formerly belong- 
ing to the monaftery of Rufhen, were 994, befidcs 66 mills^ 
and 77 abbey cottages. 

By the laft returns the number of inhabitants were 333J 
in Malew and Caftletown. The church is dedicated to St. 
Lupus ; is has no vicarage- houfe. 

A (hort diftance to the eaft of Ballatrollage, about three 
miles from Caftletown, is a famous well, vifited for mcdicar 
aid. Near Caftletown, fomp traces of an earthquake, and 
of a volcanic eruption, have been obferved. According to 
an old hiftoriah, in the rcign of Ivar the third Prince of* 
Wales, there happened a remarkable earthquake in the* 
ifland, wlifich much difturbed and annoyed the tnha&itants.* 

In the road from Caftletown to Derbyhaveh, you paft the' 
ruins of Mount Strange*, a kind of fuinmer-houfe, in for-

iThe rocky ihore about Gaftletown xonfifis of a ba{lar4 
marblp of a dark . colour, but much interfe£ted with lipes of 
vrhit6 fpar. It yields good lime, but requires, much fuel. 

A place of .execution, which is adjoining, the town, is» 
happily^ feldoni or 'never wanted; the fpirit of the criminal 
laws are mild^ and the following are the only perfons whom 
1 could leain had been executed. In 1735, William and 
James Clucas,^ and William Kelly, for burglary and rob- 
bety4. and, in, 1745, John Bridfonl, of Ballafalla, for the 
murder of a youog woman, . who was pregnant by him* 
What a contraft to the number which, in the metropolis of 
England, have .fuffered. death from that period. In one 
year, from 1793 to 1794, fixty-eight perfons were executed 
in London only; and from 2500 to 3000 perfons are an* 
nually committed for trial ! ! 

In returning from the Round Fort, and in the fields in the 
vipinity of Caftletowq, the caftle and place appear to great 
advantage, particularly the' former, which looks formidable 
and fublime. " Nor is there (fays Mr, Gilpin ) in travelling, 
a greater pleafurc than when a fcenc of grandeur burfts un-

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ttfcS^ cm the tyr, accompankd vith &ne anricfatital cir^ 
cumftance of the attnofphere, which harnionixes with it^ and 
gives It double value." 

I have already (hted, that this parifli has been expoied to 
the incurfions of the enemy i and that it did not always ciyoy 
that fweet tranquillity it pofTeiles at prefent, we may further 
learn from the hiftorical documents. 

When Al«Kander» King of Scotland, on the death ci 
Magnus^ (lee page jo) b^an to ieixe the iiks; Ivar, who 
had married his widow, relblved to d^bnd AJitit^ and met^ 
with gftaX rdUtttioiii a numerous army under Alexander of 
Peafely, and John Comyne, who landed at Rannefway m 
tijo. Ivar, though mfierior in numbei*, met them widi a 
rrfolution natural to the Manks, but feH irtth 537 of die 
flower of -riie people. 

And in 1313, King Robert Bruce fat down before the 
Caflle rf Ruftien, which, for fix months, was oU&iatcly 
defended by one Dingay DowyB, though m whofe name we 
do not find. . ^ 

Of the Qrownan Kne were nine princJcs^ who were aR feu- 
datoiies to the Kings ^ Engbnfl, irtd often relbrced to the 
Engliflt court, where tfhey wet« kindly received, and had 
penfions given them. " 

Alexander in.' as we have fcfen, with the other jflands 
conquered diis, (fee page 10) which^ as pafcel of that king- 
dom, came into die hands of Edward I. who direded his 
warden^ Huntercombe, to refiore it to John Balicd, who 
had done honuige to him for the kingdom of Scotland. 

In 35th Edward I. is a record extant In Mr. Prynn, of 
our King's tig^t and feizure of the Ifleirf Man, for his 
ttfe. ' It was grahted, after difpoffcffmg Henry de Bcllo 
Monte, to Gilbert de Makafkall during pleafure, who having

•*^ Parliament, (July 1798) the following provifions arc 
probably to take place, for the encouragement of the trade 
and the manufa£hires of the ifland, and for the prevention of

So much of the a£i: of 20 Geo. III. [fee page 79} grant- 
ing additional duties on certain importations into the iiland, 
and for better regulating the trade, and fecuring the re- .
